As the intent of this contest was to 
identify methods that work and also 
those that do not, the following is a 
description, some slightly edited oth- 
ers summarized, of the methods used. 


i) 


NTRY #1: 6.21 a.m. 

First, a daytime or night birth? I 
went for a night one, using the rule 
given on page 7 of Considerations 
VII:4. Twin sisters were born when 
he was 18‘, but that was surely not 
as abrupt a change in life direction as 
the one he experienced at age 241% at 
which time he would have just com- 
pleted his military basic training and 
been posted, presumably to Darwin. 

A morning birth seemed most like- 
ly with the Moon coming to oppose 
Saturn rather than an evening birth at 
which time the Moon was past the 
opposition to Saturn and approaching 
Neptune. He seemed too responsible 
for the latter -- but was the Taurus 
stellium deceiving me? 

Because of his height Jupiter or 
perhaps Mercury should be angular 
or ruling the ASC or MC. Gemini, 
Sagittarius or Pisces rising can only 
occur here for a daytime birth, which 
left Virgo rising or Jupiter angular. 
Sagittarius or Pisces could be on the 
MC, though. 

For each of the events the possible 
conjunctions and oppositions of the 
progressed and regressed Moon with 
natal bodies were then listed, and the 
time of birth for each to have been 
exact was calculated. There were fif- 
ty of them over the possible 24 
hours. Six of these timings fell bet- 
ween 6 and 7 a.m., the most in any 
other hour was only three. The aver- 
age of these six was 6:32 a.m., which 
chart is nocturnal with Jupiter just 
above the Ascendant and the Moon in 
the VIII" still 4+° before its opposi- 
tion to Saturn. 

This time was then adjusted using 
solar arc progressions of the angles. 


For 6.21 a.m. these included: 


MCc-90-Mars, orb 37': began work, 
MCc-180-SA, 26': army discharge, 
MCp-90-PL, 18' & 32': surgery * 2, 
MCc-0-NN, 12': marriage, 
MCc-120-MA, 3': father died, 
MCp-90-SA, 38': mother died, 
MCp-0-MA, 17': heart attack. 


Saturn in III is appropriate for the 
death of a sibling; Pluto in II™ for the 
nature of his employment; Jupiter just 
below the ASC for his height. Uranus 
and Jupiter both angular? His re- 
sponsible life and career success, 
liked it or not, could have been due 
to the placement of these two bodies 
countering LU-180-SA; the Taurus 
stellium does square Uranus. 


NTRY #2: 6:30 am 

This entrant began by deciding 
the subject had "a strong Jupiter, de- 
cided Saturn characteristics, with 
submerged Mars negativities". Saturn 
planetary hours were chosen as a 
jumping off point, those in the morn- 
ing being preferred. Using the pro- 
gressed lunations of the subject's old- 
est biological child, a probable life 
expectancy for the subject was esti- 
mated. This gave a Life Span Revolu- 
tion factor which was applied to the 
range of angles and Moon positions 
from the Saturn hour. Solar arcs were 
used for the final estimate, which is 
rounded to the nearest 15 minutes. 


NTRY #3: 9:26 a.m. 
An approximate time was found 
using a combined system of 
(a) progressions (and regressions) 
derived from the Sidereal Solar 
Return, and 
(b) Lunar Returns, regular and Kin- 
etic. 
The refined rectification was made 
with Primaries. 
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NTRY #4: 2.45 p.m. 

From the brief description of his 
character he seemed strongly fixed -- 
staying in one job 45 years and not 
even liking it! -- with a II" or VIII" 
house emphasis. I then ran his child- 
ren's charts: Sun in Aquarius, Canc- 
er, and Taurus; two had Air Moons 
(Gemini and Libra), one in Scorpio. 
The grandson had Sun Leo, Moon 
Aquarius. I deduced the man's wife 
to be quite airy, and again fixed Suns 
(3 out of 4 family members) possibly 
show fixity and/or strong earth in the 
paternal line. 

I was looking for a mutable sign on 
the III"? house indicating his twin 
sisters, and with Sagittarius there (the 
ruler in the VIII") there was a corre- 
lation to the death-at-birth situation. 

He was successful at his job -- a 
typical VIII" house one -- Jupiter in 
Taurus would be his vocational indi- 
cator according to the Sakoian and 
Acker method, in the VIII". Was I 
alone in wanting more details about 
the man's hobbies, or passions 
which he must have if he is an VIII" 
house type? 

The end of January seemed to be a 
"health" time for him (his two major 
health accidents occuring then) indi- 
cating Uranus potentially was the rul- 
er of the VI", or that he may have 
Aquarius there. The operation he had 
in August 1958 (the 27th?) had transit 
Mars conjunct his Sun from the VII" 
squaring Uranus. The operation in 
May 1958 (14th?) would have transit 
Sun square Uranus, a pretty big vote 
for Uranus being associated with 
health here. 

Saturn (ruling the V'") making a 
dissociate conjunction to Neptune 
opposite the V" house Moon could 
indicate being a step-father. Howev- 
er, my intuition leaned toward Ura- 
nus in the V" as I read the life his- 
tory. He took on three children, had 
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three more and they seemed to attract 
a lot of upset and "shock" in his life. 
Two of the children involved in seri- 
ous road accidents has a V"/VIII"" 
feel to it. Uranus squaring four 
Taurus planets from Aquarius is pret- 
ty inflexible and adds to the impres- 
sion he felt somehow "stuck" in his 
life, his role. No doubt with Pluto 
smack on his MC in Cancer he was 
caught up in the mood of his times 
and somehow swept along in the 
mass destiny. 

Neptune would rule the VII" and 
square Mars (actually in the VII") 
indicates a widow, or perhaps that he 
too may eventually be widowed. On 
his marriage transit Venus and Sun 
trined Neptune, transit Mars was con- 
junct his Sun, and progressed Sun 
had just moved into Cancer, conjunct 
his MC, showing the change in status 
to "family man." 

Father's death showed transit Sun 
square Saturn, progressed Uranus 
opposite Sun exact, progressed Sat- 
urn conjunct Venus, and progressed 
Moon square natal Moon -- classic 
indications. Though he was clearly 
closer to his mother, I did not find 
the powerful indications I expected at 
her death, which probably means the 
chart is hours out! 


NTRY #5: 3.20 p.m. 

The most immediately obvious 
common theme appeared to be of a 
Plutonian/Scorpionic/VIII'"-house na- 
ture, primarily due to: 


1. a life-long career in the insurance 
business, 

2. a near-death war-time experience, 

3. marrying a widow, 

4. his age (41) at the time of his 
marriage, and 

5. Subsequent fathering of three 
children over the next 54 years. 

Since no planets were in Scorpio, I 


placed his Taurus stellium in the 
VIII" house. 

This seemed plausible. Pluto is 
near the MC and, though appearance 
data is often unreliable, the Libra 
ASC does fit "good-looking" and 
"sympathetic character." In addition, 
the Moon in Capricorn opposite Sat- 
urn seemed appropriate for "a bit of 
an old woman," i.e., a sourness of 
mood and emotional disposition. That 
he worked for "the same company all 
his life, successful, but said later that 
he hated it" fitted my interpretation 
of his Lunar Nodes. The South Node 
in the X" can indicate career dissatis- 
faction, and its dispositor is opposite 
Saturn, i.e., a strong sense of duty, 
hence his lifelong commitment. In 
addition, the word "relieved" used in 
association with his retirement is also 
appropriate for North Node in IV", 
in the sense of wanting time off away 
from the demands of the world for 
his private home life. 

To test this thematic plausibility I 
mainly relied on secondary progres- 
sions and transits: 

1935 Began career: MCp-0-SA. 
Twins: MCp-180-LU 
Promoted: JPt & SOt -0-MC 
Ship sunk: MCp-0-NP, trig- 
gers natal NP-90-MA; also 
LUp-0-IC for change of resi- 
ence! 

Surgery & marriage: 
ASCp-180-MAp & 150-MAr 
(Mars ruler natal VII"), 
VEp-90-ASCr, orb 1°.

1967 Death of father: SOp-0-MC, 
LUp-180-SO. 

1983 Death of mother: LUp-0-PL, 
PLt-90-LU. 


NTRY #6: 5.00 P.M. 

The method used is based on the 
Moon's position /transits to natal 
Moon], as described in Volume V:2 
of Considerations, pages 16-19. 


NTRY #7: 6:18 P.M. 

Without a photograph or more 
detailed physical description, one of 
the major tools for authentication was 
missing from the data. 

Only four possible incarnations oc- 
curred for that day in that specific 
area given by the latitude and longi- 
tude. The four true local times and 


risings were: 
05:39 7°55.8' Taurus 
11:40 29°42.3' Cancer 
12:20 11°20.4' Leo 
18:21 9°43.9' Sagittarius 


Only the last appears to fit a person 
who would work many years for an 
insurance company. 

With all those planets in Taurus in 
the VI" house, this individual would 
be steadfast, dependable, durable, 
with feet firmly planted on solid 
ground, and he would be inclined to 
be a workaholic. An enormous 
amount if effort would be applied to 
the duties of a job and the needs of 
his family. 

Saturn, co-ruler of the II", in the 
VIlI'* house, confirms the nature of 
earnings. Saturn is also well aspected 
by the VI" house group of planets, 
and is parallel his Ascendant. This 
entire configuration matches a career 
in insurance. The square of Neptune 
to Mars is indicative of the ship tor- 
edoed at sea. The intercepted V"-XI"" 
houses, but with no planet therein, 
show the step-children. 

Six of the more personal events 
were checked by primary progres- 
sions. In every case appropriate as- 
pects were found to be accurate with- 
in 2.1 minutes of arc. Most were 
under 1' of being perfect on the dates 
provided. 

A commercial software package 
requires 6:13 pm AEST to be input to 
arrive at the same correct cusps as 
those given for 6:21:05 true local 
time. 
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NTRY #8: 9.23 P.M. 

First, the events:It seemed that 
between the ages of 41 and 44 a great 
many events associated with sex, 
birth and death occurred. Probably 
the progressed Moon was going 
through the VIII" house. At age 41 it 
was in Leo by progression. So the 
VIII" was Leo and Capricorn the 
probably Ascendant. 

I then used the Prenatal Epoch to 
find the exact degree in Capricorn. If 
Capricorn was rising birth must have 
been at 21:23. 

Saturn in Cancer opposing the 
ASC in Capricorn seemed to fit the 
late marriage to a woman old enough 
to be a widow with three children, 
and certainly he would have had plen- 
ty of responsibility if he married her. 

The height of 6'3" was rather unu- 
sual for Capricorn rising, but the 
Dragon's Head rising is said to give 
height. 

I set up a couple of Solar Returns 
to see if I was on the right track. For 
death of mother in 1983 he had the 
same planets in the X" house that I 
had for the death of my father, also 
in 1983. Saturn and Pluto were to- 
gether near the MC. 

The other Solar Return was for 
him joining the army, surely the most 
important event in his life. It has 
several planets in the X"", as I would 
have expected. 


Editor's Commentary 


CTUAL TIME was 3.00 am. 
No-one was close but two of the 
suggested times (those by Entries # 4 
& 5) are almost twelve hours off, 
while Entry #3's time is roughly six 
hours out and Entry #8's eighteen 
hours away. Errors that are 6-hour 
multiples, while arguing for the gen- 
eral correctness of the astrological 
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logic employed, do suggest a basic 
flaw in reasoning. 

The satellium was in a succedent 
house, but in the II"? and not in the 
v" or VIII, Pluto was at the IC and 
not on the MC, Neptune is the outer 
body in the V" -- similar meanings. 

Note that the proposed timings of- 
fered by Entries #1 & 2 are almost 
exactly twelve hours away from that 
suggested by Entry #7. 

Entry #1 began correctly by decid- 
ing this was a nocturnal birth and 
pre-dawn. He was then apparently 
misled by the timings of the pro- 
gressed Moon. Given the seemingly 
appropriate aspects of the solar arc 
MC his suggested time seemed very 
good except, as he stated, for Uranus 
and Jupiter on the angles. 

Had Contestants # 4 and 5 similar- 
ly begun by deciding whether this 
was a diurnal or noctural birth, and 
then followed their stated arguments 
they would, like as not, have come to 
the correct timing. 

The diurnal/nocturnal rule holds up 
here and so too does the general ap- 
proach of which planets should be 
prominent and which rule specific 
areas of life, but we must question 
the value of several of the techniques

employed: the secondary Moon, the 
prenatal epoch, and solar arc and 
primary progressions when these are 
not confirmed by other means. 

Nobody used the method Jack 
Nicholls has successfully used in 
similar contests. As Dr. Nicholls is 
familiar with this chart, he could not 
enter the contest. 

We have another rectification con- 
test for you in the current issue. A 
younger person this time; fewer ev- 
ents, but those given are very much 
like those a consulting astrologer, 
faced with an unknown time, has to 
work with. Like the earlier contest 
this is not a simple exercise but, as 
several of those who dared to enter 
our first contest stated, it will force 
the astrologer to carefully evaluate 
the information provided and the 
techniques available. 

Please send full details of subjects 
that may be used in further rectifica- 
tion tests. We will only use charts 
that do not appear in any of various 
data collections.

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HERE IS NO greater chal- 
] lenge to an astrologer than 
interpreting the birth charts 


of identical twins. The bewildering 
similarities in their charts test the as- 
trologer's skill and understanding. 
The greatest puzzle comes from iden- 
tical twins born within a few minutes 
of each other. Since the Zodiac 
moves a degree every four minutes, 
these twins often have interchange- 
able planets. They are, after all, iden- 
tical twins! 

Yet we all know that twins can be 
very different, even if they do look 
alike. One is more aggressive, more 
independent, the other by comparison 
more passive or "laid back." One 
may be reluctant to leave home, the 
other may roam the globe. 
Sometimes it is the first born that is 
the more assertive, sometimes it is 
the second. Can astrology make 
meaningful statements about identical 
twins? One of my non-astrologer 
friends challenged me to prove as- 
trology has “serious merit" by deter- 
mining which twin is dominant. 

The friendly bet was this: if I could 
determine which of different sets of 
identical twins was the dominant in- 
dividual, my friend would publicly 
admit that astrology was a craft/art of 
value. If I couldn't, then I lost all 
bragging rights about how great as- 
trology is. I won the bet and in doing 
so discovered something I think is of 
value to all astrologers. 

Remember, this was not what 
might be termed a "scientific study" 
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by SPENCER GRENDAHL 


even though a hundred sets of twins, 
two hundred charts, were studied. I 
got several headaches just staring at 
these similar charts. 

One other disclaimer: for some 
reason, this method works in nineteen 
out of twenty pairs of twins. That 
means that in every one hundred sets, 
only five will defy you; 95 will con- 
form to the theory. At least that is my 
experience. And what about the mis- 
classified five? You might say they 
are the exceptions that prove the rule 
or that the birth data was wrong. 

Identical twins are the best group 
to study. They are the product of a 
single egg's fertilization and have 
exactly the same chronological make 
up. Fraternal twins, which come 
from the simultaneous fertilization of 
two different eggs, do not have iden- 
tical gene structures. Also, fraternal 
twins can be of different sexes, wher- 
eas identical twins always share the 
same gender. By studying identical 
twins, the comparison is always of 
like sex to like sex. Any possible en- 
vironmental or gender bias can be 
discounted. Parental favoring of one 
sex over another is not a factor with 
identical twins. 

By studying the charts of a couple 
of hundred twins it has been possible 
to develop a skill at discerning differ- 
ences in the charts of twins born 
more than twelve minutes apart. On 
average, the Ascendant changes by 
1° every four minutes, as does the 
Midheaven, making aspects to these 
vital points different. A difference of 


one degree, for example, can change 
the House cusps, may cause a planet 
to change its House, or be in a tighter 
aspect to a cusp. One degree can cer- 
tainly alter the intensity of a planet's 
aspect to a point like the Ascendant 
or Midheaven. 


RE YOU READY for some ex- 

citing detective work? It is an 
astrological adventure! I have discov- 
ered a couple of helpful overview 
concepts in studying twins. 

The basic tool for working with 
identical twins is too view the birth 
sequence as the result of a very real 
and symbolic race. One baby is born 
before the other. That's obvious, but 
what's does it mean? It means that 
one twin emerges into a birth time 
before the other. One twin is either 
ahead of or behind its sibling. The 
significance of this emergence into 
time is determined by understanding 
the aspect flow into which the twins 
are born. 

"The aspect flow" is a term I have 
coined to describe the prevailing or 
predominant trend of either separat- 
ing or approaching hard aspects (con- 
junctions, squares and oppositions) 
among the planets and the major 
points (Asc and MC) in the chart at 
the time of the earlier birth. I limit 
the orb of these aspects to 7°. Keep- 
ing tighter orbs gives more accurate 
results. 

The aspect flow works in the fol- 
lowing manner. If the predominant 
direction of these hard aspects is ap- 
proaching -- that is, if the majority of 
the tightest hard aspects, in orb, are 
approaching rather than separating -- 
then the second-born twin will be the 
more aggressive. Why? Because in an 
approaching aspect flow the second- 
born will have the tighter aspects. By 
contrast, if the dominant hard aspect 
flow is separating, the first-born twin 
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will be the more aggressive. 

The basic astrological principle 
working here is that the individual 
born with the tighter hard aspects will 
be the more aggressive. This is so 
even if the difference in birth time is 
only one minute. But what a dif- 
ference just one minute can make. 
The key here is the sequence of the 
births. 


O ILLUSTRATE this, let's look 

at Figs. 1A and 1B, the charts of 
Jan and Joan. They were born three 
minutes apart and there is less than a 
full degree difference in their As- 
cendants. Which one is the dominant 
twin? The answer depends on the 
aspect flow at the time of the earlier 
birth. 

Jan was born first. We look at the 
number of approaching and separat- 
ing hard aspects in her chart, Fig. 
1A. 

There are more approaching hard 
aspects than there are separating 
ones. 

Three are separating: 

Moon conjunct Pluto, 

Mercury conjunct Sun, 


orb 0°06'

Uranus square Neptune, 1°47" 
Seven are approaching: 
Ascendant conjunct Venus, 7°16' 
MC square Venus, 6°06' 
Venus square Jupiter, 1°0S' 
Venus square Uranus, 6°01" 
Venus conjunct Neptune, 4°14! 
Jupiter conjunct Uranus, 4°56' 
Jupiter square Neptune, 3°09" 


The second-born twin, Joan, has the 
tighter aspects and is therefore the 
dominant twin. Joan, born later in an 
approaching aspect flow, will have 
slightly tighter aspects than her twin 
sister Jan. 

Sounds like splitting hairs? We are. 
If you have a good aspectarian on 
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Figure 1A: "Jan" your computer, determining the as- 
09:31 AM PDT, (a, pect flow is simply a matter of com-

pects are usually conveniently labeled 
as AorS. 

In this example, by a ratio of 7:3, 
the aspect flow is more applying than 
separating. The second-born twin, 
here Joan, was the "stronger" in the 
final race to the wire, her aspects 
were the tighter. 

The result of this simple aspect 
count comparison agrees with the 
way these twin sisters actually appear 
to everyone who knows them. 

The first born, Jan, is a mother's 
girl who never went far from home. 
She dropped out of college, had a kid 
and then a divorce. She ended up at 
mom's for a while. 

Joan is a go-getter. She finished 
college and ended up starting her own 
business with her husband. We would 
consider her a yuppie. 

Does it sound like Joan got it all? 
Not according to her mother, who 
says that Joan was intimidating and 
that good old Jan was always nice to 
be around. Those tighter orbs make a 
difference, but they may not always 
make you nice! 


ET'S LOOK at a pair of charts 

that show how the aspect flow 
works when separating hard aspects 
predominate. Figures 2A and 2B are 
the charts of Ed and Mark, identical 
twins who were born ten minutes 
apart. 

There is a two degree difference in 
the two Ascendants. But the most 
important consideration to the astrol- 
oger detective is the aspect flow.

Two hard aspects are applying: 
Ascendant square Venus, 2°24! 
Moon conjunct Mercury 0°26' 


As the aspect flow is predominant- 
ly separating, Ed, the first-born, 
should be the dominant twin. And he 
is. Ed is more aggressive, more 
"yuppy", a strong food and beverage 
manager at a hotel. Mark has longer 
hair and is more laid back. He is a 
photographer who takes life as it 
comes. 

In the separating pattern, the first 
born has the tightest squares. For 
example, Ed's Pluto is more tightly 
conjunct the Ascendant than is 
Mark's. While this is important, the 
key is the aspect flow. Some may 
question setting the orbs at 7°, but 
however you do it the tightest 10-12 
aspects in the chart will determine the 
outcome. 


ET'S LOOK now at the greatest 
challenge for an astrologer: Fig- 
ures 3A and 3B, twins born one 
minute apart. They practically came 
out together! The reason I am show- 
ing these two charts is that virtually 
everything is equal here, and yet we 
can be fearless astrologers if we con- 
sult the aspect flow. 
Examine the hard aspects within 
our preset orb of 7°. 


There are three approaching hard 
aspects: 


Ascendant square Jupiter, 7°38' 
Moon square Mercury, 0°38' 
Sun opposite Uranus, 6°59"

The aspect flow is separating, so 
Melissa, the first born, has the domi- 
nant, tighter aspects. And Melissa is 
the more aggressive twin. She is the 
one who is more popular and more 
controlling. Tina is more easy going, 
not a "social fish", a quiet girl who 
does not cut as wide a path as her 
sister. Remember, no judgment is 
intended here, we are simply describ- 
ing the more assertive individual. 

In conclusion, this is not intended 
as the last word on twins. Nonethe- 
less, the method I have found is the 
best I know of. It has been success- 
fully presented to astrology clubs on 
the West Coast. I offer it here to a 
wider audience so that readers can try 
it out on their own circle of friends 
and clients and see if the charts of 
twins conform to the concept of The 
Aspect Flow presented here. Please 
keep careful records and, if you 
would be so kind, let me know how 
this new concept works for you.

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Hephezestos

HYPOTHETICAL planet! 
Those words by themselves 
are sufficient to switch off a 


good many astrologers, and not whol- 
ly without reason. I myself generally 
shudder when I see reference to one 
in the pages of Horoscope or Ameri- 
can Astrology, and I do not enjoy the 
works of Charles A. Jayne or Mau- 
rice Wemyss. Generally I feel that an 
unnecessary extra is being invoked to 
explain something which can be ade- 
quately and more illuminatingly ex- 
plained by a deeper study of in- 
fluences and causes we already know 
about. Do we really need an extra 
planet to explain the phenomenon of 
Astral Projection, or standing outside 
one's body, as one Dutch astrologer 
proposed? If allowed to develop un- 
checked it is a process which can 
escalate, like the study and categori- 
zation of devils did in the Middle 
Ages. There was a devil of drunken- 
ness, and a devil of club foot, and a 
devil of hare lip, and so on. (The 
modern Born-Again Christians are 
beginning to resurrect it all.) 

And now here I am proposing a 
new devil myself. At least I have 
begun by saying I expect to be shot 
down. 

For a long time the one exception I 
allowed to my rule of no hypothetical 
planets was Minos, a speculative 
planet whose position had been calcu- 
lated by the German astronomer Pro- 
fessor Kritzinger from perturbations 
of the orbits of Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto. His work was published in 
1961 and there was a brief flurry of 


interest in it. Reports appeared in 
Astrology Quarterly, Cahiers Astrol- 
ogiques and Kosmobiologie. Howev- 
er, no visual sightings were reported, 
apart from one ambiguous one from 
the Russian astrophysical laboratory 
in Karzakhstan in 1963, and the mat- 
ter seemed to die from lack of atten- 
tion. I remained interested, however, 
and I have regularly inserted Minos 
in every chart I have calculated for 
the past thirty years. There have been 
some very remarkable confirmations 
of its effectiveness, some of which I 
have recounted in my article on the 
planet. 

Hephestos is rather different. 

I have no astronomical calculations 
by eminent professors to back up my 
belief that he exists. I have to confess 
that in talking about him I am talking 
purely as an astrologer faced with an 
anomaly in my own chart which I 
could not satisfactorily explain away 
using existing rules as I am acquaint- 
ed with them. Before I proceed fur- 
ther, therefore, I shall have to intro- 
duce my own chart, an even more 
dicey move in view of the cynical 
mercilessness of the astrological con- 
fraternity as a whole, dedicated as it 
is to the overturning of every new 
theory and the rigorous cutting of 
everyone down to size. Nevertheless, 
in the interests of unselfish, scientific 
research... (see chart on next page) 


Te READER will note the pos- 
ition of Jupiter in the V" house, 
very strong by sign but weakly as- 
pected -- a weak semisquare to Saturn

and a weak quincunx to Pluto/Venus. 

One might legitimately interpret this placing to mean that I would have a 
fairly numerous family and in general experience good fortune with my child- 
ren. Due to the lack of major aspects tying Jupiter to the rest of the chart, my 
children might not play a central or key role in my life. Such actual disap- 
pointments or troubles as occurred would probably only be minor, however, as 
reflecting the minor discordant aspects. Similar statements would probably be 
made with reference to other matters ruled by the V" house, such as love af- 
fairs, creative work and ability, and holidays. In general the judgment would be 
that I would tend to be fortunate or show strength in these areas but that they 
probably wouldn't be central in my life and that there might be minor disap- 
pointments. 

Well; what happened? 

As far as the number of children is concerned, the judgment would have 
been accurate. I have five children, a large number by today's standards, and 
moreover they are by two marriages, as one might expect since Jupiter is in the 
double-bodied sign Sagittarius. However, the rest of the judgment relating to 
children would have been wrong. Both families were very central in my life 
while they lasted but then went out of it abruptly and completely. My first wife 
left in July 1960, taking both my eldest children with her from New Zealand, 
where I was then, to Britain, and I did not see them again for nineteen years. 
They were six and five when they left, and twenty-five and twenty-four when I 
next saw them while on a visit to Britain in 1979 to see my father shortly before 
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EPHASTOS, the god of goldsmiths, jewelers, blacksmiths, masons, 

and carpenters, built himself a throne that was a masterpiece of 
every different metal and precious stone to be found. The seat could 
swivel about, the arms could move up and down, and the whole throne 
rolled along automatically wherever he wished, like the three-legged 
tables in his workshop. 

He is represented as a strong, bearded man, 
wearing a small conical hat, and wielding a 
hammer and tongs. He is unusually mis- 
shapen, ugly and ill-tempered for a god, 
but he has great power in his arms and 
shoulders, and all his work is of matchless 
skill. His ill-formed legs cause him to walk 
in a way which makes the other gods howl with 
laughter. Hephestos has hobbled ever since 
birth, when his mother, Hera, disgusted by his 
weakness and ugliness, threw him from the 
heights of Olympus, to rid herself of the em- 
barrassment that his pitiful appearance caused 
her. Some say Zeus did this, others that at dif- 
ferent times each parent tossed him out. In his 
fall Hephestos broke his legs so badly he has to wear golden leg-irons. 

Hepheestos got his revenge by trapping Hera in a splendid golden 
throne and refusing to release her until she agreed that the gorgeous 
Aphrodite, Goddess of Love and Beauty, should become his wife. 

Aphrodite thought it disgraceful to be the wife of the sooty-faced, 
horny-handed, crippled smith and insisted on having her own room. 

As a wedding gift, Hephestos made a magic girdle for Aphrodite. 
She would wear it whenever she wanted someone to love her madly. 
Aphrodite had the hots for Ares, her husband's tall, straight-limbed, 
handsome, boastful, impetuous, cruel brother, who loved fighting for its 
own sake. Ares was the true father of the three children Aphrodite 
presented Hephestos -- Phobus, Deimus, and Harmonia. Cuckold 
Hepheestos knew nothing of the deception until, one night, the lovers 
stayed too long together in bed in Ares' palace, then Helios, as he rose, 
saw them at their sport and told tales to Hephestos. 

The Smith-god angrily went to his forge and hammered out a bronze 
hunting net, as fine as gossamer but quite unbreakable, which he 
secretly attached to the posts and sides of his marriage-bed. He then told 
Aphrodite he was going off on a trip. 

She didn't offer to accompany him and, once he was gone, hurriedly 
sent for Aries. The two went merrily to bed but, at dawn, found them- 
selves entangled in the net, naked and unable to escape. Hephestos sur- 
prised them there, and summoned all the gods to witness his dishonor 
Zeus said Hephestos was a fool to have made the affair public. 
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he died. Really they were strangers, 
and I have never been able to bridge 
the gap. 

Now admittedly Jupiter, in the V", 
has a quincunx aspect to Pluto, the 
tuler of the V". And the quincunx us 
associated with parting, separation, 
and failure of two people to ‘connect' 
or communicate. But the aspect is 
here is very weak, nearly 3° from 
exactness, almost at the limit of its 
orb. Moreover the quincunx is itself a 
weak aspect. In writing that I know I 
shall draw scorn and indignation 
upon myself. At public lectures 
speakers have a habit nowadays of 
making a dramatic pause, drawing in 
their breath, and saying in lowered 
but impressive tones that the quin- 
cunx is a much more important aspect 
than has been traditionally realized. 
All of which is so much rubbish. It 
does have some divisive meanings, 
and some association with sickness 
and possibly also with death (by ana- 
logy with the VI" and 
VIII'* houses), but is 
certainly a very 
minor aspect, prob- 
ably similar in 
strength to the semi- 
sextile, but inharmo- 
nious. If it was able 
to make that marriage 
and family the cen- 
terpiece of my life, 
and then suddenly 
remove it utterly and completely, it 
was certainly doing more than I have 
given it credit for, and more than I 
have ever seen it do in anyone else's 
life. 

There are other ways of looking at 
the matter, of course. A Placidean 
astrologer would probably accent the 
conjunction of Mercury with the IC, 
opposing Uranus on the MC, and 
also point to Saturn as being fairly 
close to the Placidean V" cusp and in

Opposition to the Moon, although he 
is actually in an intercepted sign in 
the IV" house. For other personal 
reasons, however, I recognize the 
Equal House position of Mercury on 
the 1m? cusp as entirely appropriate, 
while Saturn on the IV" cusp exactly 
describes my childhood home. 

The next thing that happened was 
that the whole pattern repeated itself. 

It took slightly longer this time in 
that my children were twelve, eleven 
and six when my wife left; and since 
I had been through it before and did- 
n't want it to happen again I agoniz- 
ingly spent the last eighteen months 
of the marriage going to marriage 
guidance sessions, but to no avail. 
Another difference was that my wife 
did not immediately leave for another 
country. She left me in April 1974 
and did not set off for Britain till 
March 1978. Nevertheless the end 
result was identical. I had no contact, 
by letter writing, card or in any other 
way with all three 
children for eleven 
years. There was 
then a brief visit (one 
and a half hours) by 
the younger two, fol- 
lowed by a slightly 
longer contact with 
the youngest (my 
son) six months later. 
I have not seen the 
eldest for nearly four- 
teen years, though she has begun to 
write occasionally over the past two 
years. 

Once again I do not believe this 
can be accounted for by the wide 
quincunx from the Pluto-Venus con- 
junction in the XII" to Jupiter in the 
vt. And the other things which 
should traditionally have been ex- 
pected from that Jupiter placement 
have not worked out either. I have 
not been fortunate in love affairs and 


have never been a good social mixer. 
On the contrary I am shy and in- 
hibited and find it very difficult to 
relax in social situations. As far as 
creative and artistic work are con- 
cerned, I was a professional musician 
for thirty years but never a distin- 
guished one -- always Low Horn. 


NOTHER strange facet of my 
life is an almost total absence of 
holidays. Apart from the first couple 
of years I spent in New Zealand, be- 
fore my first marriage, when I did 
spend two holidays tramping in the 
bush, I have almost never had a holi- 
day. The one exception was in 1981 
when I had been trying to see my 
son, an endeavor which was effec- 
tively frustrated by my X-wife. Then 
I suddenly gave up the struggle and 
decided to pay a brief revisit to New 
Zealand and renew contacts with old 
friends there. There was a strange 
dream-like quality to those five weeks 
because everything fell into place. I 
was able to link up again, apparently 
miraculously, with people I had lost 
contact with completely in the twenty 
years since I was last there. It was as 
though Jupiter was showing me what 
he could do, and normally would 
have done on a regular basis. 
But why hadn't he done it regular- 
ly? 


NE CLUE seemed to be sug- 

gested by an interest I have al- 
ways had in writing. Up to a certain 
point it is an ability or facility, 
though as always in connection with 
anything creative I have been unable 
to bring anything large scale to com- 
pletion. In my teens and early twen- 
ties I wrote short stories, but then 
that inspiration dried up completely. 
Subsequently I have begun three 
books but never completed them. I 
have had astrological articles pub- 
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lished through being fortunate enough 
to encounter first of all Ronald Davi- 
son of the English Astrological Quar- 
terly and more recently Kennet Gill- 
man, both of whom have tended to 
like what I have written. I feel there 
is some Gemini mixed up in this, 
though as far as anyone can see from 
my chart with the usual planets en- 
tered in it there is nothing anywhere 
in Gemini. But take also my in- 
volvement with languages. I am fairly 
fluent in Italian and have an adequate 
reading knowledge of French and 
Scottish Gaelic. I have a smattering 
of German, and I progressed suffi- 
ciently far in Hebrew to be able to 
read the easier books of the Bible 
(Esther and the First Book of Kings) 
in the original. Doesn't that also sug- 
gest Gemini? 

"What about Mercury on the III" 
cusp?" I hear critics say. What 
indeed! I suspect that Mercury there 
is not involved with creative writing, 
nor with languages per se, though it 
may well link with another communi- 
cative facet of my character, namely 
compulsive letter writing. I have lost 
very few friends, over forty years, in 
the most widely scattered parts of the 
world, because of regular communi- 
cation by letter. But Mercury in the 
III, in Virgo, also indicates continu- 
al studying, and that describes me 
precisely. I began as a medical stud- 
ent when I was 18, left that two- 
thirds through the second year and 
switched to history for four years. 
Then I became a musician, but began 
to study law after four years, left the 
orchestra and worked in a legal office 
for two years, but then returned to 
the orchestra. (There was also marital 
reasons for this excursion into law, 
since my first wife disliked my being 
in the orchestra.) 

I then stayed in music for the next 
25 years, but made an abortive at- 
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tempt to acquire a B. Mus. degree in 
1963-64. Then in 1973-76, as my 
second marriage was collapsing, I 
acquired a degree in Biblical Studies 
and English through the South Afri- 
can Correspondence University. And 
over the past two years I have been 
studying psychology through the 
same institution! So much for Mer- 
cury in Virgo in the III. And note 
the way almost everything has been 
broken off before completion, as one 
would expect from Mercury in oppo- 
sition to Uranus. (I have not men- 
tioned studying Astrology; that I put 
down to having the Sun in the astrol- 
oger's degree.) 


FIRST BEGAN to suspect the ex- 

istence of a slow-moving planet, 
which was in Gemini when I was 
born, at round about the time when 
my second marriage was disintegrat- 
ing, i.e. about twenty years ago. In- 
stinctively I knew it had to be in 12° 
of the Sign. Why? Because that gave 
it not merely a very strong opposition 
to Jupiter (which was essential), but 
also an exact semi-sextile to Venus- 
Pluto and an exact sesquiquadrate to 
Saturn, the only planets with which 
Jupiter is natally aspected. Such a 
configuration would transform these 
minor aspects into important parts of 
a major construct. One could then 
begin to understand for the first time 
why a very weak quincunx aspect had 
produced such a major disruption in 
my family, and separation from my 
children -- twice. Similarly, the very 
weak -- almost negligible -- semi- 
square to Jupiter from Saturn, the 
marriage house ruler, becomes trans- 
formed into a significant inharmoni- 
ous contact by Saturn with both poles 
of a major opposition. Obviously it 
too would produce disruption, antag- 
onism and hostility. 


But what was the planet? What did 
it rule and what were its own quali- 
ties? And how swiftly did it move? 

One has to deal with each of these 
questions in turn. First of all, howev- 
er, I had to have some confirmation 
of my hunch that there was someth- 
ing there in 12° of Gemini in my 
chart. To do that I had to watch the 
transits, progressions and New 
Moons which might affect that point. 


AVING assumed such a close 

opposition of the unknown plan- 
et to Jupiter (only 2° from exact- 
ness), it was difficult to separate out 
the effects of transits to the Jupiter 
end of it from those at the other end. 
Initially therefore I concentrated upon 
progressions, where the slower 
movement made things easier to ob- 
serve over a span of years. But then 
of course there was the problem that I 
didn't know the exact degree and 
minute of the planet's placement. 
However, by correlating a very slow 
progression of Jupiter through 12° of 
Sagittarius (initially giving many pos- 
sible years to choose from) with a 
square from the progressed Sun in 
Virgo to the same degree (where the 
choice narrowed down to a matter of 
months) I eventually settled upon 
12°20' Gemini as the exact position. 
This gave October 1939 as the pre- 
cise date of the Sun's square and 
November 1950 for the opposition 
from Jupiter, both of them significant 
and meaningful times, and a series of 
other aspects to 12°20' Gemini 
throughout my life, both by progres- 
sion and regression, also began to 
appear to reveal a meaningful pat- 
tern. 

In September 1939 I was evacuated 
with my school to the village of Rep- 
ton when World War II was declared, 
and in October I was billeted on a 


farm about four miles walk from 
where the school lessons were to be 
held. For a square from the Sun in 
the II"? to a planet in Gemini oppos- 
ing Jupiter in the V" this seemed qu- 
ite intelligible. And in October 1950 I 
was flown out from Britain to New 
Zealand to join the New Zealand Na- 
tional Orchestra, again a complete 
relocation and a complete abandon- 
ment of the studies in history in 
which I had been engaged for the past 
several years. In November I moved 
out of the hotel in which I had been 
placed on arrival into a "back" in the 
backyard of a rooming house. 

In October 1955 progressed Venus 
in Leo formed a sextile to 12°20' 
Gemini. At the same time progressed 
Mercury was stationary in 12°42' 
Virgo. In that month I left the orches- 
tra and traveled down from Welling- 
ton, New Zealand, to Dunedin in the 
South Island where I was to begin 
work in the Government Land Trans- 
fer Office. The office was situated in 
the main Dunedin Post Office build- 
ing. Again, not bad for aspects from 
Venus and Mercury (in the III") to a 
planet in Gemini. 

What was even more 
interesting was the fact 
that by regression Mer- 
cury in Leo had come to 
a sextile of 12°20' Gem- 
ini in August 1955, the 
month in which I went 
for an interview for the 
job in Dunedin. Moreover, back in 
August 1939 regressed Sun in Leo 
had also formed a sextile from the 
same point, and that was the month in 
which we were receiving training 
drills for the school evacuation pro- 
cedure. It appeared that progressions 
and regressions were singling out the 
same significant years. 

Apart from the trine of the pro- 
gressed Sun in Libra to 12°20' Gem- 
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ini in June 1971, which I cannot re- 
late to anything particularly notewor- 
thy (although I was involved with a 
Gnostic study group over that peri- 
od), the next important series occurs 
between 1977 and 1979. 

In May 1977 regressed Jupiter 
opposed 12°20' Gemini. I was then 
suddenly interdicted from visiting my 
daughter Catherine on Sundays at her 
boarding school. My elder daughter 
Sari had already refused to see me. In 
1978 the whole family left for Bri- 
tain. In July 1979 I visited Britain to 
see my father and while there I remet 
the two children of my first marriage 
for the first time in nineteen years, 
and saw my son by the second mar- 
riage for the last time for eleven 
years. Possibly a trine from pro- 
gressed Mercury in Libra to 12°20' 
Gemini, exact in October 1979, re- 
lates to the feelings and emotions of 
this period. Note once again the jour- 
ney involved. My father died on 17th 
November 1979. 

The last contacts to be mentioned 
are a square from progressed Venus 
in Virgo in January 1984 and a con- 
junction by Mercury in 
Gemini in January 1985; 
this last was a regres- 
sion. Once again I had 
made a journey. Having 
lost my orchestra job in 
December 1982, I went 
to Edinburgh in August 
1983 to enroll for a 
course in piano tuning and servicing. 
It meant living in impoverished cir- 
cumstances in boarding house rooms, 
and in January 1984 my morale was 
not high as I had not yet made friends 
or developed interests in the town. 
By January 1985 things were a good 
deal better and I was permitted to 
complete the course in two years in- 
stead of three. I received my certifi- 
cate in June 1985. 
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PON THIS BASIS it was possi- 

ble to begin to consider the tran- 
sits. I confine myself to those by Sat- 
urn, Uranus and Neptune, and I con- 
sider only conjunctions and opposi- 
tions, which are always by far the 
most powerful. It soon became clear 
that one must consider both poles of 
the opposition, i.e. Jupiter as well as 
the unknown. 

There was an opposition from Sat- 
urn to 12°20' Gemini in December 
1927 and again in August-September 
1928. During the latter period my 
parents moved from the semi-de- 
tached house by a railway line where 
I was born to a larger detached house 
and my grandmother (father's moth- 
er) came to live with us. 

The next contact was not 
until 1942-3, when Saturn 
conjoined 12°20' Gemini. 
There was a Station be- 
tween August and Novem- 
ber 1942 and another brief 
contact in May 1943. Jupit- 
er was involved in August 
and November 1942 and in 
April 1943. In September 
1942 I commenced studying at the 
University of Birmingham and in 
June 1943 I passed the first examina- 
tions for the M.B.Ch.B. 

Next came the conjunction of Ura- 
nus with 12°20' Gemini between July 
and November 1944 and again bet- 
ween May and June 1945. Contacts 
with Jupiter by opposition occurred at 
roughly the same times. I had left the 
medical school in March 1944 but in 
July my travels began. I went first to 
Edinburgh and then down to London, 
where I began working as an orderly 
in a hospital. I then had a period in 
prison as a conscientious objector, 
from which I was released in May, 
1945. 

There were no more contacts until 
1957 when Saturn once again op- 
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posed 12°20' Gemini and conjoined 
Jupiter. The accented months were 
January-February, May-June and 
October-November. This was a par- 
ticularly difficult period for me since 
Thad left the orchestra and was work- 
ing in an uncongenial job, studying 
law, and being subjected to a great 
deal of criticism by a discontented 
wife. I developed a psychosomatic 
inability to retain urine and began to 
receive regular psychotherapy 
through the psychology department of 
the University of Dunedin. 

Next came the conjunction of Sat- 
urn with 12°20' Gemini in July 1972. 
This brief contact seems to have been 
uneventful. 

It was followed by the 
long slow contact of Nep- 
tune with both ends of the 
opposition, beginning with 
the conjunction with Jupiter 
from February and March 
1974, continued at intervals 
throughout 1975, followed 
by the opposition to 12°20' 
Gemini that began in Janu- 
ary-April 1975 and finally 
ended in September-November 1976. 
This was the ghastly period of the 
break up of my second marriage. The 
divorce went through on 12th De- 
cember 1974, during one of the peri- 
ods while Neptune was conjoining 
Jupiter. My children were gradually 
but steadily becoming alienated from 
me during this whole time. 

Once again all of this makes sense 
granted the supposition of a signifi- 
cant planet in Gemini opposing Jupit- 
er from the XI", the house of Life's 
Objectives. 

There was then the conjunction of 
Uranus with Jupiter and opposition to 
12°20' Gemini which began in De- 
cember 1983 and persisted within 
orbs of one pole or the other until the 
end of November 1984. As I have 


end of November 1984. As I have 
mentioned earlier, this was the rather 
difficult period of my piano tuning 
studies in Edinburgh. 

Finally there was the conjunction 
of Saturn with Jupiter and opposition 
to 12°20' Gemini which occurred 
briefly in January 1986 and then 
again in November and December of 
that year. I had returned to South 
Africa and was attempting a new ca- 
reer as a piano tuner, with indifferent 
success. 


EW MOONS have not been par- 

ticularly significant in relation to 
12°20' Gemini. There has not been 
one precisely on that degree in my 
lifetime, though there have been 
several just within one degree of it. 
Among the closer ones the 
most significant seem to 
December 4th 1964 
(11°54' Sagittarius), coin- 
ciding with my abortive 
attempt to study for a 
B.Mus. degree; June 2nd 
1981 (11°50' Gemini), 
when I made my return 
visit to New Zealand after 
my attempts to see my son 
had been frustrated; December 4th 
1983 (11°47' Sagittarius) correlating 
once again with the difficult period of 
my piano tuning studies in Edin- 
burgh; and finally June 3rd 1989 
(13°12' Gemini). That last one corre- 
lated with the onset of a depression 
which took me to hospital early the 
next year. 


FTER EXAMINATION of this 

series of progressions, transits 
and New Moons I felt convinced that 
there was indeed a body placed in 
12°20' Gemini in my chart. More- 
over I felt I now had some clue to 
what sort of planet it was. Practically 
every contact made by another planet 
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to that degree coincided with travel 
or a move of some sort and also had 
something to do with study. This was 
in addition to a pervasive motif of 
involvement with my children, which 
I would have expected anyway in 
view of the opposition to Jupiter in 
the V". Thus there was a connection 
with the III"*-IX" house axis. I did 
not feel it was idealistic or diffuse 
enough to be associated with Pisces 
on the IX" cusp. The studies were 
too concentrated and focused on ca- 
reer or job qualifications, and the 
travel too, though it involved long 
distances, tended to be purposive 
rather than exploratory. Could this be 
a ruler or co-ruler of Virgo, the sign 
on the III‘* house cusp? From this 
point on the name Hephestos, the 
Heavenly Smith, became 
associated with it in my 
mind. 

If so, it would be hard- 
working, industrious, crit- 
ical and down-to-earth, the 
antithesis in fact of Nep- 
tune, ruler or co-ruler of 
the opposite sign, Pisces. 
Hephestos wants practical 
knowledge. He is not after 
technology per se, which is more the 
domain of Uranus, but he does want 
an effective technique with which he 
can hammer out results. He wants 
clear communication and definition of 
what is being talked about. The more 
I thought about him the more I rec- 
ognized the feeling of what I had in- 
stinctively wanted in life (XI" house), 
but had been unable to achieve, both 
because of my own changing, un- 
stable objectives and also because of 
family upheavals. Here was my pas- 
sion for languages and interest in the 
theory of language and communica- 
tion per se. And with Hephestos both 
ruling the III" and placed in Gemini 
of course I would write, and even 
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opposition to Jupiter continually sug- 
gesting new interests and objectives 
and dissipating interest in old ones as 
being not really worth while, very lit- 
tle would actually be achieved. 


O HOW quickly does Hephestos 
move? 

This is indeed a difficult point, yet 
there were some clues. 

For one thing, he obviously could- 
n't be the mythical Vulcan, orbiting 
between Mercury and the Sun, be- 
cause he was far to far away from the 
Sun. Vulcan never be more than nine 
or ten degrees distant from the Sun, 
and usually he is lost in the Sun's 
rays. That meant Hephestos had to 
be a slow moving planet, almost cer- 
tainly situated well beyond the orbit 
of Saturn and probably beyond those 
of Uranus and Neptune too, for 
otherwise he would be pretty clearly 
visible and would almost certainly 
have been discovered before now. 

I began to think in terms of another 
planet like Minos (720 years for one 
orbital revolution), or perhaps even 
slower and more distant than Minos. 

And then when the space probe 
Voyager began to send back its pic- 
tures of Uranus and Neptune and of 
the moons of these planets, another 
clue suggested itself. Some of the 
moons of Uranus are not in succes- 
sive orbits but in the same orbit, but 
spaced at stable distances within it so 
that they will always precede or fol- 
low and never interface with one 
another. The most stable angular dis- 
tance for this purpose is the trine, 
give or take a few degrees. The dis- 
tance between Minos and Hephastos 
is slightly more than a trine. Could 
they too be in such an orbit? 

If this were indeed so, I would 
expect Hephestos to be moving more 
slowly than Minos. At the moment 
Minos is moving slightly faster than 


half a degree a year, so it must be in 
the perihelion section of an elliptical 
orbit. Hephestos, by contrast, must 
be at or approaching aphelion, so he 
must be moving at slightly less than 
half a degree a year. If so, during my 
lifetime he would have made no con- 
junctions or oppositions to other 
planets in my chart (i.e.the really 
important and significant transits), 
until possibly very recently when he 
might have conjoined the Venus-Plu- 
to natal conjunction. Was there any 
evidence of this? 

Yes, there was. During 1988 and 
1989 I began to suffer from depres- 
sion. In 1990 and 1991 it reached a 
severity that made hospitalization 
necessary. I had a series of seven 
admissions of varying lengths, the 
shortest being one week and the lon- 
gest three months, with a total dura- 
tion of ten months. Things now ap- 
pear to have stabilized, which I trust 
is due to the final departure of 
Hephestos from the Venus-Pluto con- 
junction in my XII" house. 

Hephestos will not have been the 
sole culprit at work during this rather 
agonizing period. During the great 
Capricorn conjunction of the early 
1990's Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and 
Neptune all opposed Pluto-Venus one 
after the other. Hephestos was just 
the cherry on top. Of course they 
were opposing him too. 


DO NOT regard transits by aspects 

weaker than the conjunction or 
opposition as of much significance, 
but perhaps we should look at some 
of them. Squares will obviously be 
the most important. The first square 
made by Hephestos after my birth 
was to Uranus in 20°26' Pisces in the 
VIII'* equal house, conjoining the 
Midheaven. One week after my 17th 
birthday (the approximate date when 
the aspect would be formed), I sud- 


the aspect would be formed), I sud- 
denly developed Cerebral Spinal 
Meningitis and was in hospital for 
five weeks, hovering between life and 
death for one week. While I was 
convalescing my parents decided to 
finalize my future career, and I found 
myself destined, against my will, to 
be a doctor. The appropriateness of 
all this to a square from Hephestos in 
Gemini to Uranus in the VIII", on 
the Midheaven, hardly needs to be 
pointed out. 

Six or seven years lat- 
er, i.e. when I was 23 or 
24, Hephestos will have 
squared Mercury on the 
IC and III" equal house 
cusp. I was then studying 
history and living in a 
studio above a stable 
converted into a garage. 
The rook leaked and the 
snow used to gather in 
piles in the corner of the 
room in winter. I also 
only had enough money 
for one meal at a British Restaurant 
each day. (Such places were started 
in war-time Britain to provide the 
most basic possible meals at the most 
basic possible prices to working peo- 
ple.) Somehow I survived. Possibly 
Hephestos aspecting the other ruler 
of Gemini and Virgo, even by 
square, was less destructive than 
when he aspected Uranus. My hair 
came out in handfuls, though. 

The next aspect would be a sextile 
to the Sun, when I was about 33. 
That was the time when I received a 
sudden telephone call from the New 
Zealand National Orchestra to ask if I 
would return to them -- and I did. 

Two or two-and-a-half years later 
there was a trine to Saturn in Libra 
on the IV" cusp. My first wife then 
left for the fourth and final time, fi- 
nally ending a marriage which had 
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really been a disaster from the start, 
despite my earlier efforts to induce 
her to return, with the children, by 
changing my job. 

When I was about 44 or 45 
Hephestos will have formed a sextile 
to the Moon and trine to Mars. All I 
can recall about this time (1968-69) is 
that I had a spate of joining a large 
number of occult or esoteric organi- 
zations (The Theosophical Society, 
the Rosicrucians, and several others). 
In the ensuing years I 
have gradually lost con- 
tact with all of them. 

Finally, when I was 
about 62, there was a 
quincunx to Jupiter. This 
might have been signifi- 
cant, even with such a 
weak aspect, since the 
two planets were in op- 
position at birth, but I do 
not recall anything very 
much apart from the fact 
that I returned to the 
Southern Hemisphere 
from Edinburgh. The effort to start a 
new career was then not successful 
and depression ensued a few years 
later. 


N CONCLUSION what I would 

like now would be for other people 
to "try out" Hephestos in their own 
charts and then give me feedback 
about the results they get. This has 
really been my aim in presenting this 
perhaps rather over-intimate personal 
history. Without such frankness, 
however, it is really not possible to 
bring out the true feel of Hephestos 
adequately in the space of one short 
article. It is one thing to say he is or 
does so and so, but quite another to 
experience it personally. Now at all 
events, you know how I have experi- 
enced him. 

Please don't limit feedback to posi- 
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tive confirmation of what I have writ- 
ten. If you insert Hephestos in your 
own chart and find no indication wha- 
tever of anything there, I want to 
know. That is the way I learn. 

Take it for the time being that he 
was in 12°20' Gemini on the 20th 
August 1924 and is now (February 
14th 1993) in 14°40' Cancer -- hav- 
ing moved 28'19.3" a year. I have no 
idea of his Latitude or Declination. If 
other astrologers can confirm these 
zodiacal data, or even perhaps correct 
and refine them, then will be the time 
to experiment with parallels. Then a 
proper orbit can be calculated. We 
might even become able to chalk up 
an objective planetary discovery de- 
duced from astrological principles, 
thus giving objective status to them as 
well. 


Please do take my request for nega- 
tive feedback seriously. Perhaps I 
have simply projected my own per- 
sonal, psychological and communica- 
tional problems onto the heavens. We 
all project our own problems, to 
some extent, into our relationships 
with others in life generally, so why 
not in astrology too? Perhaps the 
whole of astrology is simply the mass 
projection of humanity's collective 
neurosis onto the cosmos, so that we 
can avoid having to face up to it in 
ourselves. I don't think it is, but we 
do need negative feedback to prove it 
isn't. As scientists are so fond of 
pointing out, the only reliable way to 
confirm a hypothesis is not to find 
more and more confirmatory evi- 
dence but to try to prove it wrong, 
and fail.

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Karmic Purpose: 
The Moon's Nodes 


by JUDY HALL 


HE MOON'S NODES are 
points indicating the intersec- 
tion of the Moon with the 


ecliptic. The nodes indicate a power- 
ful axis of choice, integration and 
resolution within the chart. 

In karmic astrology, the South 
Node represents previous experience, 
what has been learned in the past. It 
is instinctual, non-conscious and 
compulsive, operating from a very 
deep survival level. A deeply in- 
grained reaction that we have devel- 
oped over many lifetimes. When 
challenged by circumstances in the 
present life, we fall back into what is 
known and comfortable, that is, the 
South Node, but that blocks devel- 
opment and we have to use the South 
Node as a stepping stone to the 
North. 

The North Node is what needs to 
be developed in the present life, a 
shift of consciousness into a new way 
of operating. It represents a con- 
scious choice, a response to life in- 
stead of the old reaction. It is our 
karmic purpose. It offers a new way 
of being. The aim is to develop the 
positive qualities of the sign in which 
the North Node is placed. For in- 
stance, with the North Node in 
Taurus and the South Node in Scor- 
pio; karma comes from lives that 
were dramatic, with traumatic uphea- 
val and chaos, most probably cen- 
tered around emotional manipulation 
and power struggles. People with this 
placement need to accept that growth 
can be a slow, gentle evolution. They 
also need to develop the inner securi- 


ty which is the only thing they can 
take out of this life, and which is the 
gift of the Taurus North Node. 

The nodal axis is an exact opposi- 
tion and there are three possible ways 
of handling it: 


1. Swing between the conflicting 
pulls from each end. 

2. Live out one end only. 

3. Integrate and synthesize the two 
ends. 


If we are to evolve spiritually and to 
fulfill our karmic purpose, option #3 
is the one to choose. This enables us 
to take the best of our experience 
from the south Node and incorporate 
it into our development through the 
North. 

The following is a brief overview 
of the main issues and the karmic 
purpose of each Node. The house 
placement within the chart affects the 
Node, so the nodal house and sign 
need to be synthesized to give the 
deeper meaning. The sign is how and 
the house indicates where the karmic 
purpose will operate. For instance, 
the Cancer North Node is concerned 
with nurturing. In the IV" house this 
would operate through the home, 
family, and children. In the XII" 
house, however, it would operate on 
the collective level, maybe in institu- 
tions, social work, etc. 

As the Moon in karmic astrology 
also represents deeply instinctual be- 
havior from the past and the Sun 
what is being developed in this life, 
this interpretation can also be applied

to placements of the Sun and Moon in the signs. 


North Node: Aries or I* house, 
South Node: Libra or VII" house 


Purpose: To develop the Self unselfishly. 


The need here is to concentrate on developing one's own self and unique 
individuality and expressing it without becoming egotistical. This is to be cen- 
tered on the self as opposed to being self-centered. If working negatively, the 
North Node in Aries can become too self-orientated and self-obsessed. It is of- 
ten accused of being selfish but some degree of selfishness may be needed to 
overcome the inherent tendencies of the Libra South Node. The South Node in 
Libra has in the past adjusted and compromised too much to meet the needs of 
others, its own needs got left behind, and therefore this placement often lacks a 
sense of competence and confidence. People with the South Node in Libra do 
not easily accept their own need and right to develop as an individual. Libra 
often believes that being good is preferable to being true to itself. 

This placement affects relationships and self. The South Node in the VII" 
house often meets old karmic partners or relationship situations, and is pulled 
back into old patterns. However, this placement can utilize the Libran ability to 
balance and harmonize in relationships to smooth the way to an expression of 
personal power and development of the self. 


North Node: Libra or VII house, 
South Node: Aries or I*t house 


Purpose: To relate harmoniously and effect creative compromises. 


This Node needs to develop the ability to relate to others and adapt to exter- 
nal needs, instead of following its own internal needs to the exclusion of others. 
It has to work on overcoming inherent selfishness, willfulness, self-centered- 
ness. Learning to see beyond the confines of individual needs, but a person 
with this placement may be a natural leader. 

An unconscious Aries South Node is arrogant, bombastic, totally self- 
orientated, always referring to Me. It can live in an ivory tower of isolation so 
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far as relationships are concerned but it has the potential to utilize the ability of 
Aries to fight for a cause, learn cooperation. It needs to learn to effect a crea- 
tive compromise that meets everyone's needs. 

The seventh house node specifically meets karma through relationships. 


North Node: Taurus or II" house, 
South Node: Scorpio or VIII" house 


Purpose: To find inner security. 


For the Taurus North Node, the lesson is about being in incarnation. There 
is a need to develop the ability to live within the body, utilizing inner resources 
to acquire inner security rather than relying on others, the past, who one is or 
what one owns. The Node needs to experience the environment through the 
senses rather than the emotions. Taurus has to move away from the manipula- 
tive emotional games of Scorpio. For Scorpio growth has always been traumat- 
ic, now a steady evolution is required by the soul. However, Scorpio has the 
ability to penetrate to the depths, to the taboo areas where others fear to tread 
and to bring back insights for healing and soul-growth. 


North Node: Scorpio or VIII" house, 
South Node: Taurus or II" house 


Purpose. Regeneration. 


Scorpio has to learn to share resources with others. It must also master pow- 
er in the sense of becoming empowered rather than having power over. It can 
go down into the depths to bring up insights others cannot reach or to explore 
taboos, etc. Conversely, Scorpio has the ability to reach higher levels of con- 
sciousness. The South Node in Taurus needs to overcome material possessive- 
ness and look beyond the confines of earth, to go beyond obtaining emotional 
security from possessions. Scorpio can, however, utilize the sensuality of 
Taurus as a way of communing and sharing emotionally with another. 

This Node must explore and reincorporate the dark side of the eighth house, 
the sex-death-birth-rebirth cycle, and may encounter significant karmic sexual 
encounters or deaths. It may also have to deal with power issues, particularly 
on the emotional levels. 
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North Node: Gemini or III™ house, 
South Node: Sagittarius or XI". 


Purpose: To communicate who one really is. 


The Sagittarius-Gemini polarity is probably the closest in essence but the 
differences are subtle. The Gemini Node needs to develop the ability to com- 
municate itself as what it is rather than what it believes. The Sagittarius South 
Node has already explored many ideas and philosophies and developed a per- 
sonal belief system. Now the time has come to move beyond the belief system 
to an inner knowing, and then to communicate this out to the world through 
how life is lived. It can utilize the wider vision of Sagittarius to aid in process- 
ing information and seeing beyond the facts. Gemini can develop mental abili- 
ties and the intellect as a way of perceiving the world and then communicate 
this. 

With the third house Node, there may be a karmic debt to a sibling, or a 
need to confront karma through siblings. Third house planets, the placement of 
the ruler, and the sign on the cusp will all give clues as to the type of karma 
involved. 


North Node: Sagittarius or IX" house, 
South Node: Gemini or the III". 


Purpose: To seek meaning. 


This Node seeks principles to live by, developing its own locus of control 
and system of morality. It asks the ultimate questions of life, and synthesizes 
the information to give meaning and purpose to life. The South Node in Gemini 
may retreat into superficiality, busily gathering information and facts, not true 
knowing. A Gemini South Node is, however, a storehouse of knowledge. 

The North Node in the ninth house may well indicate someone who is in- 
clined towards religious, spiritual, philosophical areas of life and who may have 
karma from teaching by preaching rather than being in the past. 
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North Node: Cancer or VI" house, 
South Node: Capricorn or X" house 


The Cancerian North Node needs to develop the nurturing capacity and emo- 
tional give and take. This is the great mother of the Zodiac but is much more 
than biological mothering. It has to nurture the universe. The Capricorn South 
Node has previously had a restricted, tight-fisted, attitude to emotional giving. 
It can retreat into a very strict, authoritarian, judgmental parenting mode rather 
than nurturing and should utilize Capricornian disciplinary strengths in a con- 
structive way to develop a self-supporting ability to take responsibility for self 
and family. 

With the fourth-tenth house nodal axis, the karmic purpose will almost cer- 
tainly involve the family, karma will be met through the family, and the family 
connections will be karmic. 

The Cancer-Capricorn, fourth-tenth house axis, also demands a synthesis of 
the male/female, anima/animus energies and the god/goddess, so that a true 
cosmic wholeness occurs. This is an enormous evolutionary step for the soul. 


Purpose: To nurture. 


North Node: Capricorn or X™ house, 
South Node: Cancer or IV" house 


Purpose: To gain authority. 


This nodal axis must learn to control the excessive emotionality and posses- 
siveness of Cancer in order to develop authority in the inner and outer worlds. 
A Capricorn North Node needs to seek success through career (Cancer South 
Node tends to live it out through children); from a secure material foundation 
inner strength develops. This is the Internal versus External locus of control 
struggle. A controlling voice comprised of all the oughts from past-life parents, 
teachers, gurus, etc. has developed. Now it is time to form one's own opinions 
and direct life from that basis. 

The Cancer South Node represents the inner world of dependency, the Ca- 
pricorn North Node the outer world of achievement and self sufficiency. 

Capricorn has the ability to become a positive scapegoat to clear some of the 
collective group karma that has arisen. 
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North Node: Leo or V‘ house, 
South Node: Aquarius or XI" house 


Purpose: To be empowered. 


A Leo North Node needs to learn to use inner power creatively rather than 
operating through collective power as has happened in the past (Aquarius). To 
move from the biological level of creativity to the emotional, mental, spiritual. 
To learn to own one's own power, take it back from “out there" (a significant 
other onto which it has been projected). This placement of the Node requires 
the lesson of empowerment to be learnt. To develop the ability to live from the 
heart and to solve the head/heart dilemma. 

This head/heart dilemma stems from a fundamental split that has arisen bet- 
ween love and will, purpose and intellect. In order to be healed, the Node must 
become a focal point for universal love directed through the individual. When 
will, power and love are aligned to the personal expression of the self, the di- 
lemma is resolved. 


North Node: Aquarius or XI‘" house, 
South Node: Leo or V" house 


Purpose: To channel collective power. 


This Node must give freely to humanity instead of choosing to exercise per- 
sonal power. It needs to work through interaction with others, to learn coopera- 
tion, avoiding egocentric control of a group. The ability is there to let power 
flow through from a higher source for the good of the whole. The South Node 
in Leo has developed the heart energy in the past and this must be used to em- 
power rather than to abuse power. 
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North Node: Virgo or VI" house, 
South Node: Pisces or XII" house 


Purpose: True service. 


There is a need for discriminating service to humanity (not the servility or 
servitude that so often masquerades as service). This path of service is doing 
whatever one is called upon to do, without thought of reward or recognition. It 
is a way of expressing unconditional, universal love: 


"It is not how much you do, but how much love you put into doing " 
Mother Teresa, Sun in Virgo 


The Virgo North Node has to develop empathy, not sympathy (a Piscean quali- 
ty), as detachment empowers. It must also use discrimination as the Pisces 
South Node often incorporates deep seated victim-martyr-savior tendencies and 
epitomizes the dilemma of the Martha-Mary axis. The Pisces South Node will 
give and give without thought of whether it is actually appropriate to help or 
whether the other person should be allowed to learn their own lessons. "Saving 
the world," or a person, may quickly lead to a victim or martyr situation. 

The North Node in the sixth indicates specific karmic health conditions to 
contend with (in self or others). The South Node in the twelfth house has alrea- 
dy worked on removing collective karma. 


North Node: Pisces or XII" house, 
South Node: Virgo or VI'" house 


Purpose. Enlightenment 


This Node explores the lessons of the past and karma both on the personal 
and the collective levels. It can then move beyond karma to a state of grace or 
enlightenment, freed from the wheel of rebirth. However, this nodal placement 
will have to deal with huge chunks of karma as a way of accelerating release. 

The Pisces North Node has to develop ‘going with the flow' combined with 
detachment. It can fall back into too much analysis, criticism, judgment (Virgo 
South Node) but needs to be practical and discriminating as otherwise it gives 
without thought or evaluation and falls into the victim-martyr-savior syndrome. 
The Virgo South Node is often stuck in a rut of servility or servitude. 
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Pisces North Node had to learn 
the difference between atonement and 
at-one-ment. 


Reversed Nodal Placement 


The reversed nodal placement 
occurs when the sign of the Node 
falls in the opposite house to its natu- 
ral Zodiac placing, for example, 
North Node in Virgo in the XII" 
opposition a Pisces South Node in the 
VI". The purpose is a deeper integra- 
tion and focusing of the energies of 
both signs. The two must come to- 
gether. 


Aspects to the Nodes 


When the Sun and the North Node 
are in the same sign, there is great 
emphasis on developing the positive 
energies of the sign. 

When the Sun and the South Node 
are in the same sign, the energies 
must be reworked so that more of the 
positive side is developed. 

When the Moon and the South 
Node are in the same sign, it will be 
much more difficult to move out of 
the past as it is so deeply ingrained. 
Much effort will be needed to over- 
come inherent tendencies. 
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Planets that conjunct the Nodes are 
important and have great influence on 
the course of life. 

Conjunctions to the South Node 
are often experienced as ‘sub person- 
alities' formed from previous life 
experiences (positive or negative) -- 
for example, Mars can be an angry or 
assertive sub-personality; Uranus a 
very subversive or highly original 
one; Saturn fearful or resilient; etc. -- 
which constantly pull back into old 
patterns or only appear under condi- 
tions for resolution. An old dilemma 
may be eternally brought forward for 
resolution. For instance, a Neptune 
Mercury conjunction to the South 
Node indicated a longstanding con- 
flict between being an alcoholic or a 
visionary artist. Only when a con- 
scious choice was made to move into 
the full potential, the artist, was the 
dilemma resolved. 

Conjunctions to the North Node 
propel into a new way of being, with 
the possibility offered for a more 
positive expression of the planetary 
energy. 

Squares indicate the potential for a 
synthesis of the past and future poten- 
tial, or the possibility of being pulled 
two ways into disintegration.

ways in which we hook ourselves up to society's wheel of rewards and 

punishments -- are shown by the planets (their aspects, house positions, 
etc). By contrast, our karmic agendas -- the real lessons we are seeking to learn 
from our experience in this lifetime -- are shown by the Moon's Nodes (and 
their aspects and house positions). 

We look to the planets to see where we will be successful or failures; ac- 
cepted or rejected; glorified or ashamed; but we must look to the Nodes to find 
the real key to our happiness and unhappiness.

Free Will ?

Free Will !!

OHN, addicted to alcohol, 
chooses to overcome that 

addiction by joining a support 
group. Further, he exercises that 
choice on a day-to-day basis. Grace 
must do the same to overcome her 
drug addiction. Frank seeks the help 
of a therapist to break free of his 
compulsion to express a violent ang- 
er. Determine to overcome that com- 
pulsion he succeeds in doing so. How 
are these resolutions made possible? 
Each expresses a Free Will right to 
experience a better and happier per- 
sonal life. 

The astrologer says, "Free will is- 
n't expressible." Having made that 
firm declaration the astrologer uses 
Free Will to avoid important deci- 
sions during a retrograde Mercury. 

The astrologer offers to determine 
if two people are astrologically com- 
patible. Why go to all that trouble? If 
the person is fore-doomed to have 
horrendous relationships there's no 
possible way a marriage or business 
relationship will succeed. Also true, 
the person who decides to learn if 
there is astrological compatibility is 
using Free Will to make that deci- 
sion. 

How is it possible to claim Free 
Will isn't expressible while using 
Free Will in various ways? Simple to 
explain. We use an astrology based 
on beliefs whose roots reach back to 
a time before the Chaldeans. A time 
when gods fought wars in the heav- 
ens; when major gods punished 
minor gods by condemning them to 
remain forever trapped among the 


stars; when gods took time out from 
their wars to visit plagues and fa- 
mines on their victims. Unable to 
avoid the plagues and famines, the 
people decided Free Will wasn't ex- 
pressible. Nonetheless, they used 
Free Will to hate and kill one anoth- 
er. 


REAT CHANGES have taken 

place since then. We can use 
one bomb to kill 300,000 people; 
something Thor couldn't have done 
with 100 thunderbolts. We can create 
biological plagues that are far more 
destructive than the ones visited by 
the gods. We use wars and blockades 
to cause massive famines that wipe 
out millions more people than the 
puny famines the ancient gods created 
ever did. 

We have a high tech reality that 
pollutes air, water, soil and foods 
with no concern for life on this 
Earth. It is destroying the ozone lay- 
er. None of this could have been 
achieved by the gods. 

Other changes are also taking 
place. The role mind and emotions 
play in creating and affecting one's 
reality was previously investigated 
only by so-called "paranormal 
kooks." Today's "kooks" have de- 
grees and credentials for which rea- 
son they invent $100 words such as 
"psychoneuroimmunology" to de- 
scribe mind and emotion interactions 
that generate illnesses or heal existing 
conditions. What it comes down to is 
that you're either your own best 
friend or your worst possible enemy. 
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Free Will? Free Will!! 


Nonetheless, we continue to use an 
astrology based on the belief that 
we're totally controlled by powerful, 
vindictive, illogical gods. Examples: 
If you're born with an afflicted Ve- 
nus, she'll vent her fury by making 
sure you never experience even an 
iota of love. If there's an afflicted 
Mercury, he'll scramble your mind to 
the point where you can't think your 
way out of a paper bag. Beware a 
hostile Jupiter, he'll teach you that 
having no luck is much better than 
having bad luck. These astrological 
"facts" coexist with a world society 
that has acquired the power to make 
our Earth a communal cemetery. 


F WE SET aside our astrology for 

a few moments we can consider 
that the ability to use Free Will to 
heal life-threatening illnesses was 
previously defined as a "miracle." 
Redefining that ability as an expres- 
sion of Free Will had to wait until 
writer and editor Norman Cousins! 
experienced a condition that destroys 
connective tissues. 

Desiring to live he sought help 
from acknowledged specialists. They 
assured him the condition was termi- 
nal. In the “normal" course of events 
when specialists say to a person, 
"You must die," the person cooper- 
ates by obediently dying. (Just as 
some cooperate with difficult aspect 
by obediently suffering.) 

The problem was that Cousins had 
no desire to help prove that special- 
ists have the power to determine who 
will be healed and who must die. Nor 
the desire to help prove the aspect- 
that-caused-the-illness had the power 
to induce death. Or that a vindictive 
god had the power to deny him the 
right to live by including a death- 
aspect in his chart. Cousins exercised 
his Free Will to check out of the hos- 
pital, check into a hotel, and work on 
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self-healing a "medically-proven" 
terminal condition. 

The specialists refused to see him 
after he had healed himself; the worst 
thing anyone can do is to discredit 
specialists by refusing to obey their 
command, “You must die." 

The same applies to astrologers. 
When they warn, "You must fear a 
retrograde Mercury." You're expect- 
ed to fulfill their demand. 

Cousins changed the course of 
medical history by proving the power 
of Free Will. His example prompted 
psychiatrists, psychologists and ther- 
apists to encourage their clients to 
accept the responsibility to overcome 
their problems. To do so the client 
must express the Free Will needed to 
make necessary changes. Astrologers 
continue to insist the individual lacks 
the Free Will to overcome "adverse" 
aspects. 

In the 1980's Dr. Bernie Siegel”, 
an oncologist, noticing the direct 
connection between certain emotions 
and cancer, began proving it is possi- 
ble to use Free Will to heal the body 
of cancer. 

Further, anesthetized patients can 
control excess bleeding during an 
operation: the ultimate proof that 
Free Will is expressible. 


T THIS POINT the astrologer 

will argue that it's possible to 
rectify the time of birth by pairing 
aspects with significant events in the 
person's life. This is true. 

It is also true that every astrologi- 
cal influence has both positive and 
negative potentials. The majority of 
people are always "behind the times." 
They'll continue to reactively use 
Mars as an emotional influence to 
express anger rather than strength; 
reactively use Venus as an emotional 
influence to express jealousy instead 
of unconditional love. And by doing 


so, they become astrologically pre- 
dictable: astrologers will continue to 
find event-aspect pairings that 
"prove" Free Will isn't expressible. 

Being able to create event-aspect 
pairings that prove Free Will isn't 
expressible doesn't change the fact 
that if astrologers refuse to create a 
new astrology that includes under- 
standings now being achieved about 
mind and emotions, the time must 
come when astrology will cease to 
exist as a distinct discipline. 


F YOU REFUSE to believe that's 
true, spend some time becoming 
aware of the growing use 
of past-life regressions to 
overcome psychological, 

emotional and physical 
problems that formerly resisted 
being easily resolved. People 
who gain from past-life memo- 
ries will never accept an astrol- 
ogy that is based on the claim 
that aspects cause their prob- 
lems, that says "life" begins at 
birth and ceases to exist at 
"death." 

Next, consider the millions 
of people of all ages (including 
3 year-olds), of all nations, 
races, economic and educational 
backgrounds, occupations and 
religions (including the non- 
believing atheists) who have ex- 
perienced a so-called "near death" 
experience. They can't benefit from 
today's version of astrology.? 

Also consider that past-life memo- 
ries verify: 


© that current relationships are ex- 
tensions of prior ones (karma); 


© that the current life purpose is to 
resolve rejections and disputes 
developed in previous lifetimes 
(karma); 
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© that current interests/goals and 
abilities have been acquired in 
previous lifetimes (karma).4 


The problem with using the word 
"karma" is that it's often associated 
with the need to learn through suffer- 
ing. A better way to define karma is 
to use the scientific concept: "For 
every action there is an equal and 
opposite reaction." A good action 
performed in a previous lifetime will 
produce its own benefits in a later 
lifetime; a harmful action performed 
in a previous lifetime will produce 
the same suffering in one's experi- 
ence in a later lifetime. 

If you can't accept that cur- 
rent lifetime experiences are 
induced by prior life-time ac- 
tivities, do your do your best 
to explain how and why cer- 
tain individuals are destined 
to be football players, doc- 
tors, lawyers, Freuds, 
Einsteins, Platos, misfits, 
rapists, murderers. 

Having done so, ex- 

plain why astrologers 

don't rise up and de- 
fend child abusers, 
rapists, murderers, 
who, having no Free 
Will, are forced to 
fulfill their astrologi- 
cally-determined desti- 
nies. If we have Free Will, we can't 
claim our experiences are determined 
by aspects. If we don't have Free 
Will, we must not punish "criminals" 
who are controlled, and thus victim- 
ized, by their aspects. 


INALLY, understand that you 
are exercising Free Will when 
you decide that you will, or won't, 
accept the validity of past-life and 
near-death experiences reported by 
both professionals and laborers (Dr. 
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Elisabeth Kiibler-Ross* has described 
a medically-induced near-death ex- 
perience). If you decide that these 
people have experienced hallucina- 
tions then you also must take on the 
responsibility to astrologically justify 
the widespread "hallucinations" that 
have been experienced during the 
past 15-20 years. Remember, they've 
also been experienced by 3-year-old 
children who are unable to think in 
terms of Christ, Buddha, White 
Light, unconditional love, etc. 

If, as astrologers, we admit that 
we've lived prior lives and that Free 
Will is expressible we can begin 
working on an Astrology whose pur- 
pose would be to help the client 
achieve a physical, mental and emo- 
tional unity. It's the lack of an inner 
unity that produces suffering and ill- 
ness, not afflicted planets, not hard 
aspects. 

Like it or not, it's become time to 
turn away from an Old Tyme Astrol- 
ogy based on a fear of vindictive 
gods and adverse aspects. This can be 
easily achieved. It's only a matter of 
astrologers using their Free Will to 
make it happen. The same Free Will 
they use to avoid making important 
decisions during a retrograde Mer- 


cury.

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Mircea Eliade: The First 26 Years 


by GREG BOGART 


IRCEA ELIADE was one of 
the spiritual and intellectual 
geniuses of this century, 
whose accomplishments in the fields 
of religion and philosophy rank 
among those of Jung, Rudhyar, and 
Aurobindo. In addition to being prob- 
ably the greatest historian of religions 
of this century, he was also a prolific 
novelist. His books on yoga, shaman- 
ism, alchemy, and myth are among 
the most insightful and exhaustive 
scholarly studies of these subjects 
available. I think you will also find 
that he lived a most fascinating life. 
In this article I will examine some 
of the fascinating events of the first 
26 years of his life as described in 
Volume One of his Autobiography 
(Harper & Row, 1981). His birth 
data was published in a recent biog- 
raphy (M. Ricketts, Mircea Eliade: 
The Romanian Roots. New York: 
Columbia University Press, 1988) 


LIADE was born in Bucharest, 

Romania with Venus rising in 
Aquarius conjunct Chiron. Although 
it was 2° above the Ascendant, I in- 
terpret Venus as being placed in the 
I* house. He was consid- 
ered an attractive person, 
much sought after by 
Others, yet he also suf- 
fered very painful 
wounding social experi- 
ences, especially with 
women. As we will see 
later, Eliade's love life 
was quite colorful, un- 
conventional, and unpre- 


dictable. With a conjunction of Sun 
and Saturn in Pisces in his II" house, 
he was extremely focused on profes- 
sional achievements. By the age of 
thirty and his Saturn return, Eliade 
had written and published fifteen 
books, and had achieved widespread 
recognition in Europe as one of the 
foremost authorities in the study of 
myth, religion, and philosophy. The 
Sun-Saturn combination in Pisces 
symbolizes Eliade's profound capaci- 
ty to give methodical and disciplined 
exposition of profound mystical and 
religious doctrines, to expound them 
and explain their deeper meaning. 
He studied all facets of world reli- 
gions, utilizing a variety of historical, 
thematic, and cross-cultural method- 
ologies. Moreover, with Sun-Saturn 
in the II"* along with Mercury, he 
was able to earn his livelihood as a 
professor of religions and solidly es- 
tablished himself as an eminent re- 
searcher and professor in this field. 
With Sun-Saturn square Pluto in 
Gemini in the V" house, the richness 
of his inner life often sought literary 
expression not only in scholarly writ- 
ings, but also in the form of novels 
that seemed to erupt pe- 
riodically from his deep- 
est inner regions. How- 
ever, his professional 
responsibilities as a scho- 
lar and professor of reli- 
gions often interfered 
with the flow of his liter- 
ary creativity (Sun-Sat- 
urn square Pluto). Nev- 
ertheless, he was ultimat-

ely able to pursue both endeavors, 
and both of them were expressions of 
his piscean attunement to the worlds 
of myth, dreams, symbols, and relig- 
ious mysteries. 

Eliade spent most of his life read- 
ing and writing, and engaged in an 
active intellectual life. This is aptly 
symbolized in his chart by the place- 
ment of Mercury, the planet of writ- 
ing and communication, in the II" 
house closely square to Jupiter, Nep- 
tune and Uranus. Jupiter gave his 
writings a depth of philosophical 
understanding, Neptune attuned his 
thinking to religious concerns, and 
Uranus gave his ideas and writing 
style great originality. 

Eliade's natal conjunction of Jupit- 
er and Neptune symbolizes his inter- 
est in comprehending (Jupiter) spirit- 
ual or metaphysical (Neptune) truths 
and doctrines. Throughout his life, 
Eliade was focused on the Quest, the 
search for higher knowledge, libera- 
tory wisdom, spiritual awakening, 
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and direct spiritual experience. And 
because these planets were placed in 
his V'" house, he was a somewhat 
charismatic person, although he may 
also have been somewhat puzzling to 
those who did not understand his 
mysterious and seemingly other- 
worldly interests. Jupiter-Neptune in 
his V"" house -- the realm in which 
we try to express our identity in some 
creative manner -- suggests that he 
was a mystic, one who sought to 
understand the mysteries of exist- 
ence, to experience expanded states 
of awareness, and to give expression 
to some esoteric or sacred form of 
knowledge. As Jupiter also ruled his 
Sagittarius Midheaven, the conjunc- 
tion of Jupiter and Neptune may also 
mean that he felt a very natural iden- 
tification with the archetype of the 
spiritual teacher or pundit. He was 
not exactly a Guru, but he did act in 
the world as a kind of spiritual teach- 
er or wise man. 

There is a very revealing section in 
his autobiography where he says that 
he was often to subject to fluctuations 
between an exalted opinion of himself 
and a megalomaniacal sense of fai- 
lure. On the one hand he was full of 
a sense of his importance and great 
wisdom, and identified with the im- 
age of the Sage possessed of all-en- 
compassing knowledge. He had, in 
other words, a prophetic kind of call- 
ing, and a sometimes inflated, unre- 
alistic self-image. On the other hand, 
he had equally unrealistic feelings of 
worthlessness and insignificance. 
These fluctuations in his self-image 
seem to be an apt expression of Jupit- 
er-Neptune in the V" house. For 
while Jupiter could expand Neptune's 
tendency to make an individual feel 
special, expansive, or uniquely illu- 
mined, it might also augment Neptu- 
ne's tendency to erode or weaken the 
stability of a person's confidence in 


his or her creative gifts. This combi- 
nation suggests that one might feel a 
strong desire to express oneself in an 
inspired, almost incantatory manner 
using mythic, symbolic, or archetypal 
themes. Eliade spent much of his 
time totally absorbed in writing either 
novels or books about myth, religion, 
and mysticism, and often seemed to 
others as if he were lost in another 
world altogether. Eliade ultimately 
utilized this combination of energies 
very productively, transforming his 
personal life experience into expres- 
sions of religious, symbolic, and 
mythic themes through both his 
scholarship and his literary efforts. 


Early Years 


N HIS autobiography Eliade states 

that from his youth he was en- 
gaged in prolific reading and writing. 
He read all the great novelists, poets, 
and philosophers of Europe during 
his teens and early twenties. He es- 
pecially loved Dante, Goethe, Kant, 
and East European folk literature. 
He explored his cultural heritage and 
made it a part of himself. He was in 
love with learning, including natural 
sciences, anthropology, botany, and 
hermeneutics -- the study of interpre- 
tation of religious and literary texts. 

Eliade also reports that he suffered 
from severe myopia as a youth, was 
extremely shy and very awkward 
with girls, and that he frequently 
experienced extremely melancholy 
moods. All of these traits seem to 
relate directly to his Sun-Saturn con- 
junction: feeling shy, sad, socially 
inept, and very serious. With these 
two planets in Pisces he was quite 
withdrawn, absorbed in the private 
world of his studies. He was a sensi- 
tive young man, totally focused on 
his inner world of fantasy, fiction, 
imagination, mythology, religion, 
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and philosophy. 

An interesting detail of his life is 
that from his mid-teens he began to 
systematically deprive himself of 
sleep. He would periodically set his 
alarm back a few minutes earlier and 
slept progressively less and less so 
that he could read through most of 
the night. Eventually he slept no 
more than four hours per night. This 
was an intense, saturnian discipline. 
Appropriately enough for someone 
with Saturn in Pisces, it was an effort 
to structure and gain mastery over 
sleep. 

Eliade had tremendous will power 
(Mars square Sun-Saturn) and his in- 
tellect was insatiable. He began to 
write and publish articles in his teens. 
When he was twelve he suddenly 
started to do well in school and to 
collect information on all kinds of 
subjects, like plant morphology, en- 
tomology, evolution, chemistry, 
physics, the Orient, occult sciences, 
and philosophy. 

In the spring of 1921, he wrote and 
published his first article on entomol- 
ogy in The Newspaper of Popular 
Sciences. Subsequently he entered a 
contest the publication was sponsor- 
ing, submitting a story called "How I 
found the Philosopher's Stone," about 
a chemist who falls asleep in his lab- 
oratory and has a dream about a 
chemist who shows him the philoso- 
pher's stone. This is quite fascinat- 
ing because at the time he had not 
even heard of alchemy. However, 
later on he became fascinated by this 
subject and wrote many books about 
the alchemical symbols and practices 
of many cultures, the most famous of 
which is called The Forge and the 
Crucible. Eliade's story won first 
prize in the contest and was published 
in the fall of 1921. He won some 
money and was asked to contribute 
regular articles to the magazine. For 
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some time he wrote articles about 
entomology, until his interest began 
to change. He was just fourteen years 
old at this time. 

At the time of this event, there was 
a progressed Mercury-Saturn con- 
junction, signifying a period of seri- 
ous study of mysterious, esoteric sub- 
jects (Mercury-Saturn in Pisces). In 
addition, transiting Neptune was con- 
junct his descendant and transiting 
Pluto was conjunct natal Neptune, an 
apt set of transits for having a dream 
revealing deep religious and symbolic 
insight. From his very depths, Eliade 
was discovering new vision. Moreo- 
ver, Jupiter and Saturn reached con- 
junction in his VIII" house at that 
time, directly opposite his natal Sun- 
Saturn. This set in motion a commit- 
ment to a life project that involved 
revealing to others the long-hidden 
meaning of the mysteries of alchemy 
-- an VIII'" house process involving 
magic, power, and transformation. 


T SOME POINT during his 

teens he became obsessed with 
India. This was back in the 1920's 
before the fascination with oriental 
cultures and religions was popular 
among westerners. Eliade began to 
read all the early studies of Indian 
mythology and philosophy that were 
beginning to be written by scholars 
like Max Miiller and also started to 
study Indian languages. Around 
1925, when Eliade was 18, his pro- 
gressed Sun was square Neptune and 
progressed Neptune. This progressed 
aspect was within orb for most of the 
time he was in college; thus the 
whole period was tinged with the 
undercurrents of this aspect. The pro- 
gressed Sun square Neptune repre- 
sents a time when a person can ex- 
perience a dramatic opening to anoth- 
er level of perception, to another 
world, a world of mystery, magic, 


mysticism, Spirit. It can symbolize a 
developing concern with spiritual, 
religious, or metaphysical doctrines 
and truths. Now Eliade was becom- 
ing a seeker of enlightenment and 
sacred knowledge and began to be 
absorbed in his studies of religion, 
mysticism, and mythology, all sub- 
jects ruled by Neptune. 

Neptune is not of this world. It is 
the function of expansion, which can 
liberate us and lead us toward moksa 
or nirvana. These subjects became 
his passion during this period, during 
which he was internally aligning with 
Neptune. This progressed Sun square 
to Neptune symbolized a very power- 
ful spiritual awakening during this 
period of his life. 

Eliade's exploration of the wisdom 
of the East began at the time of the 
progressed Full Moon at 9° Aries- 
Libra, which closely squared his 
Neptune. Thus he experienced a pe- 
riod of interior realization of the pur- 
pose and direction of his life, focus- 
ing upon the path of spirituality, 
sacred knowledge, and liberation. 
The progressed Moon aspecting the 
long Sun-Neptune aspect acted as a 
trigger that brought all of these de- 
velopments into vivid focus. The in- 
ner tide of his life was culminating, 
leading him to realization of the im- 
portance of religious studies and the 
spiritual quest. 

Before too long he had exhausted 
all of the resources available to him 
in Romania for continuing his studies 
of Indian languages, philosophy, and 
culture. Then he got the idea of writ- 
ing a letter to a maharaja whom he 
had heard was a philanthropist who 
had helped other scholars pursue their 
work. He asked for assistance in 
coming to India to study philosophy 
and Sanskrit. To his great surprise, 
the maharaja wrote back offering him 
a scholarship and introductions to 


some prominent people. He also re- 
ceived a scholarship from the gov- 
ernment of Rumania. 

This was the beginning of one of 
the most important phases of Eliade's 
life, his sojourn in India, which last- 
ed three years and changed his life 
forever. He set sail on November 
28, 1928. Nowadays such journeys 
are not such a big deal. We simply 
get on an airplane and fly to India for 
a few months to study with our favor- 
ite Guru, then fly back. 
In the 1920's, however, 
it was unheard of for a 
young man in Romania to 
leave home and go to live 
in the Far East. This is 
in keeping with the fact 
that at this time Eliade's 
progressed Sun was at 
12°55’ Aries, square to 
natal and progressed 
Uranus, a major aspect. 
This progression symbolizes Eliade's 
growing defiance of social convention 
and the opinions of others. Because 
Uranus was ruler of the Ascendant 
and Venus and placed in the natal 
XII" house, the progressed Sun's 
contact to Uranus would cause him to 
seek freedom from social norms and 
expectations with respect to his per- 
sonal identity (Ascendant), his unu- 
sual spiritual quest (XII house), and 
(as we will soon see) romantic rela- 
tionships (Venus). This progressed 
aspect coincided with a choice that 
was considered shocking, irresponsi- 
ble, unprecedented, unusual, and 
downright weird according to the 
standards of his time -- but a choice 
that was necessary for his individua- 
tion. By leaving Romania to go to 
India, Eliade was seeking the free- 
dom to discover himself and to de- 
velop his unique perspective on reli- 
gion, spirituality, and Yoga. 

Here we see a beautiful illustration 
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of what Rudhyar would call a test of 
"severance." According to Rudhyar, 
those who wish to go beyond the 
condition of a merely culture-defined 
and culture-bound person must un- 
dergo a severance of some sort from 
their culture of origin, inwardly if not 
outwardly. Any person who attempts 
to become individualized will sooner 
or later be faced with the question, 
"What is your fundamental priority, 
basic intention, security or 
transformation?" Elia- 
de's fundamental com- 
mitment to a radical life- 
project emphasizing spir- 
itual growth and religious 
studies came into focus 
during the period while 
progressed Sun was 
square first to Neptune 
and then to Uranus. Sim- 
ultaneously, transiting 
Uranus was in Aries, 
squaring his natal opposition of Ura- 
nus and Neptune, between 1929 and 
1931, corresponding exactly to the 
period of Eliade's extended sojourn 
in India. This transit would signify 
the pressure to pursue unusual religi- 
ous and spiritual interests, as well as 
the potential for Eliade to have signif- 
icant personal experience of yogic 
practices and altered states of con- 
sciousness. 

Progressed Mercury was stationary 
direct at 19°04' Pisces, near natal 
Sun-Saturn, an appropriate symbol 
for a period in which Eliade was 
about to undertake a prodigious 
scholarly endeavor requiring incred- 
ibly strenuous and focused mental 
effort, described below. This pro- 
gressed aspect of Mercury was a sig- 
nificant factor that lasted for many 
years. Moreover, the progressed 
Ascendant was at 18°15' Pisces, ex- 
actly conjunct natal Saturn, another 
symbol of defining individual purpose 


your 
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in terms of a strenuous project of stu- 
dy of religious and mythic texts. 

On the day he left Romania for 
India, transiting Mars was conjunct 
his Jupiter-Neptune, so he may have 
been in an ecstatic, euphoric mood, 
in a state of great excitement about 
his wondrous journey to this mysteri- 
ous, magical country. Transiting 
Jupiter was square his nodal axis and 
Venus, and transiting Saturn was con- 
junct his Mars in Sagittarius, both 
symbolic of the fact that he was trav- 
eling across the world, one of the ul- 
timate sagittarian experiences. The 
progressed Moon was at 19°10' Sag- 
ittarius, also in his X" house conjunct 
natal Mars, another appropriate sym- 
bol for embarking on a period of stu- 
dy and travel in a foreign culture. 
Transiting Saturn was also square 
natal Sun-Saturn and opposite Pluto. 
The activation of his natal T-square 
involving Sun, Saturn, Mars, and 
Pluto corresponds to a period in 
which he was ready to learn and to 
become a great writer and scholar. 

In addition, transiting Uranus was 
conjunct Mercury at this time. This 
was an unusual, unconventional kind 
of voyage involving unusual kinds of 
learning and study. He was definite- 
ly considered quite strange for going 
on this voyage, as his friends and 
family did not understand what he 
was doing. Uranus was also square 
natal Jupiter, which gave the trip the 
quality of foreign travel as well as the 
emphasis on reading (Mercury) phil- 
osophical material (Jupiter). Uranus 
awakening his natal Mercury square 
Jupiter led to new kinds of reading 
and learning during this period. 

When Eliade arrived in India he 
settled in at the home of the teacher 
whom the maharaja had arranged for 
him to meet. This teacher was Sur- 
endranath Dasgupta, the most 
famous, esteemed scholar of religion 
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and philosophy in modern India. He 
was a great pundit, author of the 
classic five-volume history of Indian 
philosophy. He was an imposing fig- 
ure, an intellectual giant. Eliade 
began a program of study with him 
that involved twelve to sixteen hours 
a day of learning Sanskrit and trans- 
lating primary sources from the Hin- 
du and Buddhist scriptures. Practi- 
cally all he did was read and study 
Sanskrit. This fits well with pro- 
gressed Mercury stationary direct, 
conjunct natal Sun-Saturn in effect. 
During this period, Eliade became 
mentally sharp, focused, disciplined, 
and productive, bringing out many of 
the best potential qualities of his Sun- 
Saturn conjunction. He was engaged 
in reading, learning, foreign languag- 
es, and translating, all focused on the 
piscean realms of Indian religion, 
philosophy, and mythology -- an 
enormous task. 


HEN CAME a dramatic but tra- 

gic development. In 1929, 
Eliade fell in love with Dasgupta's 
daughter, Maitreyi, who was appar- 
ently both brilliant and quite beauti- 
ful, a poetess. They were attracted to 
each other but were rarely allowed to 
be alone. But at one point they were 
assigned the task of working on the 
index for Dasgupta's History of Indi- 
an Philosophy. As Eliade recounts 
the story, 


“One day our hands met over the 
little box of cards and we could 
not unclasp them" (p.185). 


On September 18, however, Mai- 
treyi sent Eliade a note saying that 
her father had found out about their 
love and that she had confessed eve- 
rything to him. The following day 
Dasgupta kicked Eliade out of his 
house and banished him forever. 


Think of what a blow this must have 
been, to be rejected by his Guru and 
mentor! Apparently this was a pretty 
serious matter and Dasgupta took it 
as a matter of honor to punish Eliade 
for acting inappropriately. 

At this time, there was a pro- 
gressed trine between Venus and Ju- 
piter, signifying a profound experi- 
ence of falling in love. However, 
transiting Uranus was square natal 
Neptune, perhaps symbolizing an 
unexpected lapse in his judgment, 
and the secretive, hidden quality of 
their love for each other. He was 
filled with romantic longing, but it 
was for the most part covert, surrepti- 
tious, and involved a certain amount 
of idealization of this young 
woman -- who later became 
the focus of one of Eliade's 
most famous novels, Mai- 
treyi. The relationship 
between them was also so- 
cially unacceptable, at least 
to Dasgupta, whether it was 
because of the differences 
in their nationality and cul- 
tural background, or be- 
cause Eliade did not court 
her in a discrete, "proper" 
manner. Uranus square 
Neptune may also symbolize a feeling 
of deep confusion Eliade may have 
felt, precipitated by his banishment 
from Dasgupta's home. He probably 
didn't know what had hit him. Dur- 
ing Uranus square to Neptune, this 
romance ended up a complete mess, a 
true calamity for the young scholar 
and would-be lover. 


A Tantric Interlude 


LIADE'S love life was always a 
bit complicated, and the unsuc- 
cessful affair just described was fol- 
lowed by another remarkable epi- 
sode. As I mentioned earlier, Elia- 
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de's connections with women were 
often unconventional, suddenly 
changeable, and subject to a certain 
amount of social disapproval. 

After Eliade left Dasgupta's home 
in Calcutta, he traveled to Hardwar 
and Rishikesh in the Himalayas, seek- 
ing a hermitage where he could dedi- 
cate himself to yoga practices. He 
met Swami Shivananda and stayed in 
his ashram for some time. Then ar- 
ound Christmas of 1929, a woman 
named Jenny arrived from South 
Africa to visit the ashram. Jenny 
seemed quite dedicated to the disci- 
plined yogic lifestyle being practiced 
in the ashram, and often came to 
Eliade seeking spiritual guidance. 

At one point, Shivananda 
left town for a while and 
Jenny came to see Eliade. 
They got involved in a dis- 
cussion of Tantric Yoga, 
about which Eliade had 
been reading. He tried to 
avoid the subject, but she 
was insistent on finding out 
whatever he knew. Soon 
they began their own explo- 
rations of these practices, 
particularly the rites of 
sexual yoga. This was 
strictly forbidden according to yogic 
tradition, for a Guru was thought to 
be necessary to pursue these practices 
safely and fruitfully. Nevertheless for 
several months he visited her fre- 
quently and they would make love 
through most of the night. Eliade 
wrote: 


From then on I came late, after 
midnight, and returned to my kui- 
tar an hour before dawn. I suc- 
ceeded in preserving my lucidity 
and my self-control, not only in 
the “preliminary rituals," but also 
in all that followed. Jenny was 
astonished, but I sensed that I was 
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on the road to becoming another 
man. Sometimes I only slept two 
or three hours a night, yet I was 
never tired. I worked all the time, 
and I worked better than ever be- 
fore. I understood then the basis 
of all that vainglorious beatitude 
that some ascetics, masters of 
Hatha-yoga proclaim. I under- 
stood, too, the reason why certain 
yogis considered themselves to be 
like the gods, if not even superior 
to them, and why they talk about 
the transmutation and even the 
immortality of the body (p.198) 


Then the following incident oc- 
curred. Eliade lived in a hut next to 
another hut inhabited by a "naga," an 
ascetic with matted hair. 


Upon returning to my hut one 
morning in March, I found my 
naga neighbor waiting for me in 
the doorway. "I know where 
you've been," he said as soon as 
we had entered the kuitar. "I be- 
lieve you could be compared with 
Maha Bhairava! But do you have 
enough virya (energy) to proceed 
on this path? People of today are 
impure and weak. Very soon you 
will feel a strong fever in the 
crown of your head. You will 
know then that you do not have 
much time. It is better that you 
stop before this happens." He had 
spoken as clearly as he could, us- 
ing whole clauses of Sanskrit so 
that I could understand him. I 
understood him. "But what if I 
find a Guru?" I asked. "You al- 
ready have a Guru," he said smil- 
ing. Then he saluted me, bringing 
his palms together in front of his 
face and returned to his hut 

(pp. 198-9). 
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In January, 1930, when Eliade 
began his relationship with Jenny, 
there was a transiting Saturn-Mars- 
Venus conjunction between two and 
five degrees of Capricorn, in his XII" 
house, and opposite his natal Jupiter- 
Neptune -- symbolizing a secret (XII" 
house) love affair and a sexual rela- 
tionship (Venus-Mars) oriented to- 
ward mystical experiences and altered 
states of consciousness. Moreover, 
progressed Venus and Jupiter were 
still in an exact trine and progressed 
Mars was opposite natal Jupiter, 
symbolizing Eliade's experience of 
adventure, strength, and sexual 
prowess. This intense sexual rela- 
tionship, although it only lasted a 
short time, was a major event in 
Eliade's life; for this represented his 
most profound and direct personal 
experience of the ancient yogic and 
specifically Tantric teachings of 
which he had, up to this point, only 
been a scholar. 

Soon Eliade left the ashram and 
continued to travel throughout India 
gathering material for his doctoral 
thesis. He began to feel that he had 
been mistaken in attempting to re- 
nounce his own cultural heritage and 
retire to the life of an ascetic yogi: 


What I had tried to do -- renounce 
my Western culture and seek a 
"home" or a “world” in an exotic 
spiritual universe -- was equival- 
ent in a sense to a premature re- 
nunciation of all my creative po- 
tentialities. I could not have been 
creative except by remaining in 
my world -- which in the first 
place was the world of Romanian 
[sic] language and culture. And | 
had no right to renounce it until I 
had done my duty to it; that is, 
until I had exhausted my creative 
potential... To believe that I 


could, at twenty-three, sacrifice 
history and culture for "the Abso- 
lute" was further proof that I had 
not understood India. My voca- 
tion was culture, not sainthood. | 
ought to have known that I had no 
right to "skip steps" and renounce 
cultural creativity except in the 
case of a special vocation -- which 
I did not have. But of course I 
understood all this only later 
(p.200). 


Return to Romania 


LIADE'S extensive travels and 

studies were cut short suddenly 
by the notice that he was being re- 
called to Romania for military serv- 
ice. On Christmas Eve, 1931 he ar- 
rived back in Rumania after three 
years abroad. Let's think carefully 
for a moment about what had just 
happened to him. While transiting 
Uranus was square natal Uranus and 
Neptune, Eliade went on this incred- 
ible journey to the exotic land of In- 
dia to study esoteric, mystical sub- 
jects. 

The influence of the trans-saturnian 
planets like Neptune and Uranus can 
draw some people more or less per- 
manently beyond the boundaries of 
Saturn, into a transcendent realm or 
an unconventional lifestyle. But 
Eliade had natal Sun conjunct Saturn 
and in the II™ house, so his 
"dharma," his path, was to be a man 
of prominence and influence in the 
world. Sooner or later, gravity 
would pull him back to earth, back to 
his role as an academician, back to 
what Dane Rudhyar called the level 
of socio-cultural functioning -- signi- 
fied by Saturn. 

On the day Eliade arrived back in 
Romania (Christmas Eve, 1931) there 
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was a Full Moon at 2°13' Capricorn- 
Cancer, across his natal VI" and 
XII" houses. Moreover, progressed 
Venus at 5°40' Pisces was nearing 
conjunction to natal Moon, symboliz- 
ing a warm return to his family, his 
friends, and his homeland. 

Upon his return home a number of 
things began to happen. First, he 
began to enjoy a considerable amount 
of professional success and notoriety. 
He wrote and published Maitreyi, one 
of his most important novels. This 
book won him first prize in a major 
literary contest, and also caused a 
scandal; for it was a scarcely veiled 
description of his love affair with 
Dasgupta's daughter, written almost 
directly from his journal notes. This 
book made him a "famous writer." 
Transiting Neptune was opposite na- 
tal Moon in late 1931 and throughout 
1932 when the book - one of his most 
imaginative, emotional, and inspired 
works - was conceived and written. 
Neptune opposite Moon stirred great 
public controversy. In addition, tran- 
siting Pluto had moved from its natal 
Square to the Sun to trine Eliade's 
natal Sun between 1931 and 1933, 
corresponding both to a growth in his 
public influence and prominence in 
the fields of literary fiction and relig- 
ious studies (Sun in Pisces), and to 
his increased income (Sun in II"4 
house) upon returning to Romania. 
In April, 1933 he won the literary 
prize for Maitreyi, which appeared in 
May and made him instantly famous. 
In June he also received his doctor- 
ate. Progressed Mars at 3°01' Capri- 
corn was opposite progressed Jupiter 
(3°38' Capricorn), especially import- 
ant because Jupiter ruled his X"* 
house (career). Moreover, as pro- 
gressed Venus reached exact conjunc- 
tion to the natal Moon, Eliade soon 
became involved in another romantic 
adventure, to which we now turn. 
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Two Women 


N THE SPRING of 1932, while 

transiting Saturn was nearing con- 
junction to his natal Venus and while 
transiting Jupiter was conjunct his 
descendant, he met a woman named 
Sorana, with whom he soon became 
involved. She seemed an appropriate 
partner for him, as she was bright, 
beautiful, and from a family of high 
standing. However, Eliade soon be- 
came uncomfortable with her. He 
wrote, 


Sorana Topa was always with us. 
Accompanying her home, I would 
have to listen once again to her 
criticisms of the symposium -- her 
criticisms of me in particular, if I 
had happened to have spoken that 
evening. Sometimes her observa- 
tions were just and invaluable, but 
at other times they seemed irrele- 
vant and pretentious. On the first 
of December, 1922, I concluded 
my military service and received 
my discharge papers. Now Sorana 
and i could spend more time to- 
gether. This concentrated and pro- 
longed intimacy was not always to 
my liking. For one thing, Sorana's 
presence was exhausting. With 
her it was always necessary to be 
unceasingly intelligent, profound, 
original -- and above all, "sponta- 
neous." Love, for her, was a con- 
stant "burning at white heat," as 
she liked to say (p.237). 


Transiting Saturn was conjunct 
Venus throughout the year, corre- 
sponding to their important but diffi- 
cult relationship, which was marked 
by her criticism of him, his an- 
noyance with her, and, perhaps, his 
desire to free himself from her. 
Then, around Christmas, 1932, he 
met another woman, named Nina, 
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who captured his interest. This oc- 
curred while Saturn was passing for 
the second time over his natal Venus 
in Aquarius -- the sign of experimen- 
tation, non-normative behavior, and 
the search for freedom. And, in 
keeping with his aquarian Venus, he 
was involved with both women for 
many months. He tried to keep the 
secret from both of them, but eventu- 
ally they found out, as did a number 
of his friends. This, too, became 
something of a scandal. 

Today we may take such arrange- 
ments for granted, but in the 1930's 
they were not so common. This situa- 
tion caused considerable tension and 
anxiety for Eliade, for he knew 
things could not continue as they 
were; yet he could not decide bet- 
ween Sorana and Nina. The follow- 
ing passage reveals his internal strug- 
gle at this time, as well as the mean- 
ing which he attributed to this experi- 
ence: 


.-- sensed that the trials 
through which I was passing were 
pursuing an end that was for the 
time being indecipherable, but one 
that I did not despair of decipher- 
ing some day.... I had to ac- 
knowledge that...there was 
something I wanted very much: 
namely to be able to love -- simul- 
taneously and with the same in- 
tensity -- two women.... | tried to 
make sense out of it by saying that 
I wanted to live a paradoxical 
experience... because I wished to 
attain to another mode of being 
than the one we are fated to live... 
Even in adolescence I had tried to 
suppress normal behavior, had 
dreamed of radical transmutation 
of my mode of being.... Perhaps 
my yearning to love two women 
at the same time was none other 
than an episode in a long secret 


history.... In my way, I was try- 
ing to compensate for my funda- 
mental incapacity of becoming a 
"saint" by resorting to a paradoxi- 
cal, non-human experience... 


(p.255-6). 


His effort to conduct two relation- 
ships at once became part of a larger 
project of attaining a sacred, non-or- 
dinary mode of existence. 

Nina was considered quite unac- 
ceptable for a man of Eliade's stature 
by his friends and his family. They 
considered her to be beneath him, 
socially and intellectually. Her first 
marriage had ended in tragedy and 
divorce. No one could understand 
why someone so highly esteemed and 
successful as Eliade would be attract- 
ed to a poor, divorced woman. She 
was considered completely unworthy, 
especially when compared with 
someone like Sorana, who was a 
woman of high social standing. Yet 
the fact remained that Sorana aggra- 
vated him constantly, and he cared 
very deeply about Nina. Between 
April and September, 1933, Eliade 
was tortured by this dilemma, vacil- 
lating between his affections for the 
two women, trying to deceive them, 
then filled with shame and remorse as 
the facts became known to both Nina 
and Sorana. His guilt was so great 
that he seriously considered leaving 
the country forever to escape the sit- 
uation. 

Finally, after agonizing all sum- 
mer, he broke off his relationship 
with Sorana and made a commitment 
to Nina in September. [I don't know 
the exact date of the marriage, but in 
his autobiography Eliade gives more 
importance to the date of his decision 
to make the commitment to her.] Ul- 
timately he married Nina, much to 
the consternation of his family. At 
the time of this crucial decision, pro- 
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gressed Venus was at 7°12' Pisces, 
conjunct the anti-Vertex. Transiting 
Saturn was conjunct natal Venus dur- 
ing this whole episode. Since Venus 
was in Aquarius, the sign of experi- 
mentation and behavior that is at 
times shocking to those bound by 
mainstream social values, it is not 
surprising that Eliade was drawn to 
an unusual form of relational experi- 
mentation and attracted to a woman 
of a different social class and back- 
ground. 

Earlier we noted how, in going to 
India, Eliade made a crucial choice 
that involved defiance of the wishes 
of his family and the norms of society 
for the purpose of establishing a 
unique and independent identity. 
Here again, while Saturn passed over 
Venus in Aquarius and stationed ex- 
actly conjunct his Aquarius Ascend- 
ant (in September and October, 
1933), Eliade was faced with an act 
of severance. Eliade's choice to mar- 
ry Nina was an act of great courage; 
for he thereby broke free of the bind- 
ing structure of social convention, 
following a path that led him, in his 
Own way, toward freedom and the 
fulfillment of his individual destiny. 
He married the woman he truly 
loved, despite the fact that it led to an 
irrevocable falling-out with his fami- 
ly. Eliade may have felt himself to be 
something of a pariah or an outcast as 
a result of his decision. Nevertheless, 
while Saturn was conjunct his Aquar- 
ius Ascendant, unconventional be- 
havior would almost of necessity 
become an essential facet of his iden- 
tity. 

Saturn's passage over Eliade's 
Aquarian Ascendant precipitated 
another classic process of severance 
from the rigid cultural conditioning 
and beliefs of his time. He dared to 
break away from these, from the lim- 
itations bred by unquestioning alle- 
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giance to family, nation, or culture. To achieve a higher mode of existence, at 
times all of us must risk social disapproval or stigmatization for living in an 
unconventional manner and holding unorthodox beliefs. 

Eliade married Nina despite the loss of his close ties with family and many 
friends. He endured these losses and moved on. Uranus and its home sign 
Aquarius are concerned with seeking freedom at any cost. During Saturn's 
transit over his Venus and Ascendant, Eliade's choice of a marital partner be- 
came an occasion for him to experience freedom to will his own destiny. Thus, 
this particular event in his life carries great spiritual significance. 

It was in the midst of these complex events in his early life that Eliade 
launched his career as a scholar and writer, ultimately becoming one of the 


great intellectual figures of the 20th century. 


Exact Astrology 


Part | : The True Zodiacal Positions 


by A. J. MANTEL 


HE PURPOSE of this article 
] is to present astrologers with 
a clear, scientific study that 


proves once and for all that astrolo- 
gy is true and not just a superstition. 

The only way to prove the validity 
of astrology is to demonstrate a sys- 
tem that shows mathematically a 
100% connection between the events 
in a persons life and the progressive 
movements of the planets from the 
exact moment of birth until death. 
For hundreds of years astrologers 
have attempted to resolve this prob- 
lem without success. Many students 
have tried all sorts of systems over 
the years, but their efforts have been 
in vain. 

The first breakthrough to this thor- 
ny problem came when Leo Knegt, a 
member of the Werkgemeenschap van 
Astrologen (W.v.A) in Holland, dis- 


covered how to accurately transpose 
the influence of a planet with a defi- 
nite latitude (8 # 0) onto the ecliptic B 
= 0). He believed the real influence 
of a planet can only be expressed at 
a point on the plane of the ecliptic. 
Knegt called this new location of the 
planet its true zodiacal position 
(TZP). A planet's TZP may differ 
from its position in longitude by as 
much as 5°. As most direction meth- 
ods use 1° or a value close to one 
degree as the equivalent of a year in 
time, predictions involving a planet 
with a latitude of, say, 3° can clearly 
be out by about three years. 

At that time, as a member of the 
W.v.A., I was also working on this 
problem. I tested Knegt's discovery 
on the Rule of Hermes (for finding 
the moment of conception) and found 
the Rule was then absolutely correct. 


This same Rule of Hermes had long 
before been abandoned becuase it 
obviously did not work with any con- 
sistency. However, in the past the 
effect of the Moon's latitude had not 
been considered. Only in those rare 
cases when both the Moon at birth 
and the Moon at conception had little 
or no latitude had the Rule worked. 
In a later article I will give a com- 
plete example of the Rule of Hermes. 

My validation of Knegt's discovery 
with the Rule of Hermes led me to 
believe there had to be something 
very valuable in this new concept. I 
decided to apply it to Primary Direc- 
tions. However things did not work 
out exactly as I'd hoped. There were 
cases in which Knegt's adjustment 
seemed to work, but in general the 
results were inconsistent and no bet- 
ter than chance. 

Years went by. I immigrated from 
Holland to South Africa and lost con- 
tact with the W.v.A. 

An excellent book Astrologie writ- 
ten by three members of the W.v.A, 
Bakker, Cosman and Esser was pub- 
lished in 1991. The book, which is 
written in Dutch, is in three parts: 
Esoteric Astrology, Technical Calcu- 
lations, and Delineation of the Horo- 
scope. In the second part of the book 
Cosman described how to cal- 
culatePrimary Zodiacal and Primary 
Mundane directions using the true 
zodiacal positions (TZP), but unfor- 
tunately he gave no practical exam- 
ples to prove the matter. It was pain- 
fully obvious that he could no deliver 
the goods. Somewhere in the calcula- 
tions something was obviously wrong 
or missing. 

I went step by step through the cal- 
culations until I came to the stage 
where the time-key factor comes in. I 
then experienced something similar to 
the feeling a fisherman gets when he 
has a large fish nibbling on his bait. 
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The value of the time key is approx- 
imately 1°, the equivalent to one year 
in time, and it can vary between +/- 
0.6° and +/- 1.7°. Of course, re- 
searchers have tried all values for this 
key without solving the problem. 
Suddenly it struck me: if it is really 
true that there is an exact connection 
between the time of an event and the 
distance covered (in degrees) by a 
moving planet, the time-key (which is 
the connection) can be calculated by 
working backwards from the event to 
the starting point of the planet's 
movement, the moment of birth. A 
simple equation gives the solution to 
the problem. 

I'll demonstrate the process using a 
primary mundane aspect in my own 
chart: 


The event was starting a new job ina 
power station. 


The aspect was Jupiter square Pluto, 
by Primary Mundane Direction. 


The direction arc was 42°16’. 
My age was 41.811 years. 


Were we to work with a time key, 
7, of 1° = one year, then the event 
should have taken place at the age of 


time key x direction arc = 
42°16' x 1 = 42.267 years. 


However the event occurred at age 
41.811 years. Any prediction would 
therefore be 0.456 years or 166 days 
out, at which time the event was al- 
ready past. 

For the event to have happened 
exactly when the arc of 42°16' was 
complete, the time key 7 should be 


tT = 42°16'/41.811 = 1.01089° 
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I repeated this experiment with 
eight other important events in my 
life. Their average 7 was 1.0110°, 
very close to my initial estimate. This 
was the happiest day of my life! 

Later I calculated the time key for 
65 events in my life, 7 was then 
1.01096°. This proves beyond a 
shadow of a doubt the correctness of 
this way of calculating the precise 
time key. 

There are some important con- 
clusions from this experiment: 


1. The time key must be calculated 
accurately to 4 or S decimals to 
obtain accurate results. 


2. The time key is strictly personal. 
It is based on the exact time of 
birth. Two persons born at the 
same time and place may not nec- 
essarily have exactly the same 1. 


3. A slight disadvantage is that to 
calculate the value of 7 at least 
three meaningful events should 
have occurred or be known. 


4. An added bonus is that one can 
rectify the time of birth accurately 
to within seconds by working 
backwards from an important 
event to birth. 


As an example of this last point, at 
age 76.967 years on 15th August 
1988 I had an operation on my spine. 
With the known arc of 1.01096° the 
arc for the appropriate aspect, Jupiter 
Square Mars by Primary Mundane 
Direction, is 


1.01096 x 76.967 = 77°48'38" 
The arc for the aspect is 77°48'35". 
The birth time is thus seen to be 


accurate to within 3". These 3" are of 
course three arc-seconds. As one arc- 
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minute is the equivalent of four sec- 
onds in time, and one arc-second 
equals 4/60 time-seconds, these three 
arc-seconds are the equivalent of 3 x 
4/60 or 1/5 of a second in time. The 
birth time is therefore correct to with- 
in one fifth of a second! 

In my total number of 65 events, 
there were nine cases in which the 
time was less than 4" out. Also the 
Rule of Hermes confirmed the birth- 
time to be correct. Thus I had a dou- 
ble check. 

All of these wonderful results were 
possible because of my use of the 
TZP of the planets and having the 
correct time key. 

Hopefully, this will bring an end to 
the frustrations of serious astrologers. 
It will, however, take quite some 
time before these truths filter through 
to the scientific world. 

Another amazing fact is that the 
nature of the Primary aspects are 
precisely in accord with the nature of 
the event. For example, a square or 
an opposition always predicts unfa- 
vorable circumstances, while sextiles 
and trines are associated with favor- 
able happenings. In each case one 
must consult the birth horoscope. 


ERE IS an example of the Jupit- 

er square Pluto aspect, men- 
tioned earlier, that coincided with the 
start of a new job in a power station. 
First, we should look at the birth 
chart (at Figure 6) to see what may 
be expected from Pluto. It is imme- 
diately clear that this Pluto will be the 
fly in the ointment. It is located in a 
very strong position in the Xth House 
of employment, exactly at the MC 
and it squares the Ascendant, Mer- 
cury and Venus. Any square or oppo- 
sition involving this Pluto can be 
expected to indicate the occurrence of 
extremely bad things in my life.

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To make things quite clear, I 
should first mention that a year be- 
fore this aspect became exact I had 
experienced Pluto conjunct Saturn by 
Primary Zodiacal Direction, at 
whichtime I had developed an allergy 
to resin. 

The trouble started with just a 
small sore on my leg. I put a piece of 
lint on it, with two strips of elasto- 
plaster to keep it in place. A couple 
of days later, when I came to renew 
the dressing, I found a festering at 
the four spots where the plaster strips 
had been stuck to the skin. This was 
rather strange but I thought nothing 
more about it. By the following day, 
however, the situation had changed 
drastically: my pulse was rapid; my 
hands, legs and face were swelling 
up, and my eyes were nearly closed. 
I thought I was going out of the time 
line. A doctor was immediately 
summoned. He was shocked and di- 
agnosed blood poisoning. I couldn't 
think of having eaten anything to 
cause this, so I showed him the fes- 
tering spots on my legs. He told me 
they were the cause, and immediately 
gave me an antibiotic injection. He 
reckoned it was just in time. The 
swelling slowly disappeared, but this 
was not the end of the story; rather it 
was the beginning of thirty years of 
misery. 

As soon as I returned to work I 
broke out in sores, itching spots on 
my face and hands. They refused to 
heal and I went to a dermatologist, 
who found that I was allergic to res- 
in. He asked me for details of the 
sort of surroundings in which I was 
working. I explained that the air in 
the place where I worked was often 
full of dust from people scraping tel- 
ephone switchboards. The lacquer 
used on these boards is plain resin. 
He told me I had to leave the place 
and find another job. I also played 
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the violin, and that too had to stop. 

I found a new job as an electrical 
engineer at a power station. In this 
new job (begun the day the direction 
JP-90-PL was exact) it did not take 
long before terrible skin rashes broke 
out on the exposed parts of my body: 
the face and hands. This was the start 
of the most horrible time in my life, 
one that lasted for years. The skin 
eruptions quickly became worse and 
spread over the whole body from top 
to toe, with horrible sores that bled 
and itched by day and night. The doc- 
tor discovered I was also allergic to 
the fumes from the diesel engines in 
the power station, which had pen- 
etrated my clothing. He told me that I 
must also leave this place if I did not 
want to die. 

My skin continued to suffer after- 
wards for several years; at those days 
there was no cure or even relief. Cor- 
tisone was invented in 1958 and this 
cleared up my body; but my face and 
hands, which had received the maxi- 
mum exposure, remained infected for 
nearly thirty years. My face eventual- 
ly cleared up about ten years ago. But 
even now, as I write this, a couple of 
small spots still remain on my hands. 
Fortunately, Pluto will be involved in 
no further bad aspects in my lifetime. 


A Planet' s TZP, 
its True Zodiacal Position 


HE IDEA of the TZP, or True 

Zodiacal Position, of a planet 
with latitude, B, came about when it 
was asked where the really sensitive 
point of a planet was situated. This is 
quite easy to explain from Figure 1. 
The sphere of influence of a planet is 
always found in the plane of the most 
important great circle, the ecliptic. 
The point of intersection between the 
plane in which the planet is placed 
and the ecliptic is that very sensitive

point that we call the 7ZP. 

Look at the planet marked as P, in 
Figure 1, at point A. Point A is the 
Ascendant. This is a point of inter- 
section between the horizon plane of 
planet P, and the ecliptic. This point 
has af = 0, and it is obvious that its 
sensitive point is Point A, which is 
the longitude P, and also TZP P,. 

Now look at planet P|. This planet 
is also located in the same plane as 
P,, viz. the horizon H > H.,, and is 
also intersected in Point A. Thus the 
TZP of P, is the same as the TZP of 
P,, and the longitudes of these two 
planets are equal. So, for each point 
of the horizon the TZP is the same as 
the longitude. 

We come back now to planet P.. 
The longitude of P, = 0° Aries > B, 
and point B is not a point of intersec- 
tion of the horizon plane and the 
ecliptic plane. The difference in lon- 
gitude is A - B. In Figure | we can 
see that f is quite large, and the dif- 
ference in longitude is also large.

In practice a planet's f is between 
0 and +/- 6°. From this figure we 
can observe that the largest difference 
occurs when a planet is at the hori- 
zon. It gets smaller when a planet is 
placed near to the MC. 

Now to Figure 2. Here, planet P, 
is arbitrarily located ina position 
with a pole elevation @, (Np - C), 
where P_ occurs on the horizon of 
that place (the shaded ellipse) just 
like P, in Figure 1. The line joining 
Np and C is the position circle. In the 
same way as with Figure 1, we find 
the TZP of P, at the point of intersec- 
tion between the position circle and 
the horizon for a place with a ¢ of 
Np - C. This point P, is then the TZP 
of P,. The longitude of point P, is 0° 
Aries > B, and it is quite a bit bigger 
than the TZP which is 0° > A. § of 
Pi =P,-B. 

‘Figure 3 shows how the situation 
looks in the conventional horoscope. 
One can well imagine that a dif- 
ference of a couple of degrees bet-

ween the longitude of a planet and its 
TZP can complicate predictions -- a 
1° difference can throw predictions 
out by a whole year. 

In reality planets P, and P, are on 
the horizon in Figure 3, while the 
longitude of planet P,, 12° Libra, 
indicates that it is still below the hor- 
izon. Clearly a planet can be in the 
XII" by TZP and in the I* by longi- 
tude. 

Refer to Pleure 4 which shows all 
of the coordinates necessary for the 
calculation of the TZP of a planet 
(P). Note that the coordinates of the 
planet, L, R and the TZP should 
always be measured from 0° Aries 
anticlockwise, as the arrows show. 


The Speculum 


E'LL START with an example 

of the calculation of the coor- 
dinates of the planet Mars. The com- 
plete Speculum is listed on Page 61. 
Readers will find it helpful to look at 
the drawing of the celestial sphere at 
Figure 4 while calculating these co- 
ordinates. We need to find the fol- 
lowing eleven coordinates: L, f, 6, 
R, m, s, q, ¢, OA or OD, & the 
TZP. The coordinate @ is not neces- 
sary if you do not plan to direct the 
horoscope. 
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The writer's birth data is:

An ephemeris for the year of birth, 1911, will be helpful if you wish to rep- 
licate the complete Speculum. 


Example of the calculation of all of the coordinates of the planet Mars: 


From the ephemeris in the usual way, we find the longitude L, latitude f, 
and declination 6 of the planet Mars. These are: 


L = 55°30'01" or 25°TA30'01", 
B= -1°54'48", 
and 6 = + 17°17'24" 


These three coordinates are needed to calculate the fourth coordinate, the 
right ascension R of Mars. We use Formula 5:

The Twelve Houses 


E NOW arrive at a con- 

troversial chapter in astrology: 
the construction and calculation of the 
twelve sectors or Houses of the horo- 
scope. Through the ages, many as- 
trologers have attempted to find the 
correct way, among them Regioman- 
tanus, Alcabitius, Campanus, and 
Placidus. Each one claimed his sys- 
tem was right. It is indeed a very dif- 
ficult problem. Much research and an 
enormous amount of statistical data is 
required to prove anything conclu- 
sively. Nowadays the system of Pla- 
cidus has the most adherents. 


Some fifty years ago, a group of 
students in the W.v.A made a deep 
and penetrating study of the problem. 
After many years of hard work they 
came up with a logical system that 
satisfies the demands of most astrolo- 
gers, which is also acceptable in 
terms of cosmic laws. The system is 
called the Ascendant Parallel Circle 
system, the APC System for short. It 
comes quite close the Placidus house 
system, but there are important dif- 
ferences. 

Some years ago I came across a lit- 
tle book with a chapter about House 
systems. In it the name Haly was 
mentioned. There was also a drawing 


showing the construction of Haly's 
system of houses. To my astonish- 
ment, it is exactly the same as the 
APC system. I don't know when 
Haly lived. I've wondered if Haly 
may not have been a misspelling of 
Halley the famous astronomer, after 
whom the comet is named. 

Figure S shows the construction of 
the twelve sectors of a horoscope 
according to the APC system. The 
sphere has been drawn in the most 
convenient position with the horizon 
and equator shown as straight lines 
instead of as ellipses. The ecliptic is 
always an ellipse except on the one 
special occasion when 0° Aries and 
0° Libra are at the center, and 0° 
Cancer and 0° Capricorn are respec- 
tively the points E and Q of the equa- 
tor (see Fig. 5). 

I'll give you just the calculation of 
a single cusp in detail, Cusp XI. To 
find the L of Cusp XI (= TZP of 
Cusp XI) we draw a position circle 
through point N (H > N > H,). 
Where this position circle intersects 
the ecliptic, at point N, that is the 
real L of Cusp XI. 

There is, however, a problem: we 
don't know where that point N is sit- 
uated. We must look for a point ar- 
ound N with known coordinates. 
Here our luck is in, point G is situat- 
ed on the same position circle as the 
unknown point N, which means that 
point G will have the same TZP, and 
also the same L, as N. As we can 
find the OA of point G (the rising of 
cusp XI), we are home and dry. 
Now, what is the definition of this 
APC House system? 


HE APC HOUSE system is evol- 
ved as follows: 


1. Draw a circle through the Asc. 
point, parallel with the equator. In 
Fig. 5 that is the circle A> B. 
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The part of the circle that is above 
the horizon, A > Ase, is called 
the semi-diurnal arc (SDA). 


2. Divide this SDA into three equal 
parts, the points in Fig. 5 are F 
and G. We do the same with the 
part under the horizon, Asc > B, 
known as the semi-nocturnal arc 
(SNA), which gives us the points 
C and D 


3. Because the arc A > B is drawn 
parallel with the equator, and 
through the Asc, all points on the 
semi-arc have the same declina- 
tion 6, Ase > T. From calculating 
the Speculum we already know 
the declination of the Asc to be 
0°42'59". So we have the declina- 
tion of point G, also 0°42'59", 
That's Step 1. 


4. Examine Fig. 5 closely. The semi- 
diurnal arc Ase — A is identical to 
the arc E, > T on the equator. 
This arc is divided by the horizon 
H > H, into two unequal parts, E, 
> O and OT. Now we know 
that E, + O is always 90°. The 
other part, O-T, is known as 
the Ascensional Difference, Q, 
below the horizon. We can now 
calculate the value of Q using 
Formula 10: 


Q = sin" (tan p. tan 8.Asc); 
p = 52°40'27"; tan p = 1.3114606; 
6.Asc = 0°42'59"; 
tan 6.Asc = 0.0125040 


Q = 0°56'23" 
(see also the Speculum, column q for 
the Ascendant) 


5. Now we have finished Step 2. 
Step 3 is easy, for the semi-diurn- 
al arc is given by 

SDA = Q + 90° = 90°56'23"

6. Now to Step 4: finding the m, the meridian distance in right ascension, 

of the respective cusps (see Fig.5). Now the m of Cusp XI is not what we need, 
instead we need to find the m of point G. Point G's m is not the same as the m 
for cusp XI. However, the s cf point G is the same as the s of Cusp XI, and so 

are the OD and the TZP of point G; all of these points are situated on the same 
position circles. Therefore: 


m for point G = 1/3 of SDA = 1/3 of 90°56'23" = 30°18'48" 
m for point F = 2/3 of SDA = 2/3 of 90°56'23" = 60°37'35" 
m for point D = SDA + 1/3 of SNA = 90°56'23" + 1/3 of 89°03°37" 


= 120°37'35" (Note: SNA = 180° - SDA) 
m for point C = m of point D + 1/3 of SNA = 120°37'36" + 29°41'12" 
= 150°18'48" 
m for back of point C, C' = 180° + 1/3 of SNA = 180° + 29°41'12" 
= 209°41'12"

In the same manner we calculate the s values of each of the intermediate 
cusps: 


s.xXI = 29°50'45" s.V = 210°09'32" 
s.XII = 59°58'52" s.VIo = 240°11'21" 
s.II = 119°48'41" s.VHL = 300°11'10" 
so = 149°50'29" sIX = 330°09'15" 


The reason why the value of each s is so very close to its m is that the Asc. 
is almost 0° Libra (28°12' Virgo). Thus the ecliptic is just about falling onto 
the equator. If the Asc. = 0° Libra and is exactly at Point O, then the m values 
will be the same as the s values. 


7. Now for the calculation of the OA and OD values. We use the simple 
Formula 11: 
OA(OD) = RAMC + s 
(here RAMC = 87°24'30"; s.Asc = 90°; and sin s.Asec = 1) 


OA: cusp XI = 117°15'15" OD: cusp Vs = _-297°34'02" 
OA: cusp XII = 147°23'22" OD: cusp VI = 327°35'51"

How to Manage the Astrology of 
Crisis edited by Noel Tyl. Llewellyn 
Publications, 1993. Paper. 246 pages 
$12.00. 


HE eleventh book in Llewellyn's 
New World Astrology Series, this 
is an important addition to any as- 
trologer's library. Written by eight 


exceptional astrologers, it examines a 
variety of ways of using astrology to 
explore the meaning of crisis situa- 
tions. As defined by Rob Hand, a cri- 
sis is not a disaster, it is a turning 
point. 

In Noel Tyl's introductory chapter, 
he examines the necessity of crisis to 
enhance personal growth. He dis- 
cusses many things astrologers can do 
to help clients effectively deal with -- 
and learn from -- crisis. 

In his chapter entitled "The Psy- 
chological Implications of the Birth- 
crisis", Christian Borup elaborates on 
the impact your actual birth makes on 
your subconscious. Borup considers 
birth "the single most important crisis 
in a person's life." He examines how 
the birth-myth (the story one tells 
about one's own birth) and the birth- 
crisis "can expand into an enduring 
habit pattern, which the person never 
consciously considers." 

Next Gloria Star discusses the 
impact of family crisis on a child's 
development. She discusses methods 
for identifying the times when a child 
may be more vulnerable to crises 
within the family. Star states that 
"becoming aware of the timing of 
these cycles can clue the parent and 
supportive individuals to this period 
of increased awareness and vulner- 
ability for the child." She later says, 
"We may not be able to divert family 
crisis, but we can utilize these ex- 
periences to promote greater stability 
and positive self-confirmation, rather 
than allowing them to undermine the 
integrity of the child." 

Diana Stone explores the root 
causes of mental crisis in her in- 
formative chapter. She discusses her 
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research into astrological indicators 
of neurological disorders and uses 
several interesting cases as examples. 
Stone stresses the importance of be- 
ing able to differentiate psychological 
issues from neurological ones. 

Of course an astrology book about 
crisis had to discuss Saturn, and who 
can do this better than Rob Hand? As 
Hand says, "Saturn's structuring 
quality is a major factor in timing life 
crises that have to do with life-direc- 
tion and action." His examination of 
Saturn through the four quadrants 
will be of great help to all astrolo- 
gers, Since it is extremely significant 
for understanding one's unfolding of 
life direction and career. Several case 
histories, including Jung's break with 
Freud and the abdication of King 
Edward VIII, illustrate his highly in- 
formative and useful chapter. 

Financial crisis is explored by 
Timothy Lee Bost who states, "The 
potential for converting crisis to op- 
portunity is especially present in the 
world of financial markets." As a 
counselor, he helps his clients 
achieve economic health, which has 
nothing to do with how much money 
you have, rather how you experience 
your resources. Bost feels that, "all 
wealth ultimately results from the 
creative energy of the human mind." 
He discusses astrological triggers of 
financial crisis and gives tips for 
counseling clients who are experienc- 
ing it. 

Averting the relationship crisis is 
Joan Negus' engrossing topic. Negus 
emphasizes the importance of people 
understanding each other's relation- 
ship requirements and how to find 
these requirements in the chart. She 
feels that any relationship can 
succeed if two people are truly will- 
ing to work at it. 

Tim Lyons' chapter, "The End of 
the Beginning -- Astrology's Midlife 
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Crisis", deals with the significant 
midlife transits of the outer planets. 
Lyons calls the Uranus opposition the 
crisis of creative space, the Neptune 
square the crisis of idealism, and the 
Pluto square the crisis of conscious- 
ness. His perception into the mean- 
ings of these potentially life changing 
transits is insightful. 

What I particularly like about How 
to Manage the Astrology of Crisis and 
the other books in the series, is the 
opportunity to read about what some 
of the brightest minds in astrology 
are doing -- their research and their 
different ways of applying their vast 
knowledge. I recommend this enjoy- 
able educational book to all astrology 
enthusiasts.

S THE sub-title says, the sub- 

jects of this book are the three 
outer planets, Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto, the discovery of which has 
revolutionized astrology and, seem- 
ingly, everything else. 

Between them, these seven experi- 
enced writers provide everything the 
student really needs to know (some of 
which, that being the nature of the 
subject and this type of format, is 
repeated by the different contributors) 
about these three outer bodies. We 
learn their root meanings; how they 
can be interpreted in the different 
signs and houses; how their aspects 
effect each other and the other plan- 
ets, both in the natal chart and by 
transit; and the effect of other peo- 


ple's outer planets in your horoscope. 
All in all, the result is a comprehen- 
sive explanation of the astrological 
meaning of these three outer planets. 
There can't be much missing. 

I was particularly impressed by 
Jeff Jawer's outstanding chapter on 
‘The Outer Planets & the Inner Spir- 
it'. Less so by the other contribu- 
tions. 

Jeff Green relates the outer planets 
to personal trauma; Jayji Jacobs uses 
them in synastry; Capel McCutcheon 
discusses the effect of their aspects in 
the birth chart; Mary Shea writes on 
their transits; Noel Tyl progresses 
them by Solar Arc; and Joanne 
Wickenburg provides practical in- 
sights on their general effect in the 
birth chart. 

Sadly, there's no Rudhyar here.

We are provided with an extensive 
exploration of the two Lights, and 
how they symbolize the psychological 
development of the individual. 

Liz and Howard work well as a 
complimentary team. The mythology 
and psychology of the Moon are dis- 
cussed by Greene, and its relevance 
as a significator of relationships is 
shown by Sasportas. Together the 
two explore in depth the correspon- 
dence between the Sun and the devel- 
opment of consciousness; Greene by 
pursuing the life voyage of the arche- 
typal Hero with a Thousand Faces, 
Sasportas by illustrating how aspects 
to the Sun can explain father-child 
relationships and the process of dif- 
ferentiating the child from its mother. 

Liz Greene is both scholarly and to 
the point in relating mythology to as- 
trological theory. She remains one of 
the very best writers in astrology to- 
day.

Distance from the Sun = bet- 
ween 37 and 59 AU. 

1993, FW. 28th March 1993: 

RA = 186°47', Declination = 3°S0'

tance from the Sun = between 38 
and 56 AU. 

Pluto is 39.5 AU from the Sun. 
One AU or astronomical unit, the 
average distance from the Sun, is 
149.597 million kilometers. 

1993 FW. is presumably the plane- 
tary ruler of Libra. 1992 QB1. may 
then be so for Virgo. I predicted this 
discovery in my 1990 book Astrolo- 
gers, Kings, Politicians and repeated- 
ly in my lectures.

IDN'T THINK I'd make it this 

time round either. Then this 
blank page came out, appropriately, 
here at the back end. 

There are, of course, no coinci- 
dences. Astrologers know that. Thus 
it is by synchronicity or whatever 
happenstance you favor that, as we 
were preparing Prier Wintle's article 
on the mythical planet Hephestos, we 
received Alexander Marr's letter in- 
forming us of the discovery of two 
"planets", and then read of an article 
in The Astronomical Journal of May 
1993, written by Dr. E. Myles Stand- 
ish Jr., an astrophysicist at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratories in Pasadena, 
that states categorically that astro- 
nomers can now quit looking for the 
elusive Planet X because it's not 
there. The existence of the solar sys- 
tem's hypothetical tenth planet had 
been inferred from what seemed to be 
irregularities in the orbits of Uranus 
and Neptune. A new study says the 
presumed wobbles of the outer plan- 
ets are due to erroneous observations 
and calculations, not the presence of 
another body. 

That has to be proof positive for 
the existence of Hephestos. We rath- 
er like him, hammer and all. 


AVID KORESH's birth data is 
proving to be elusive. According 
to Lois Rodden's Data News #41, his 
grandmother informed astrologer 
Kim Rogers-Gallagher that he was 
born some time after 8:00 AM on 
15th September 1959 in Houston. 
However, several other sources state 
the birth was on 17th August 1959. 
The compound in which Koresh 
and ninety of his followers, including 


many children, had defied the FBI 
and other alphabetized G-men since 
28th February went ablaze around 
11:45 AM CDT on 19th April 1993. 
Most in it were incinerated. 

For Koresh's August date, Sun 
conjunct Uranus in Leo is opposed by 
a Moon-Jupiter conjunction (Sun 
opposite Jupiter is exact during the 
day); and Mars in Virgo, conjunct 
Venus, is closely semisextile Uranus.

But are these appropriate aspects 
for someone who, we're told, was a 
paranoid bent on self-destruction? 

Does Jupiter's opposition to the 
Sun also explain the insane reaction 
of the forces of law and order to 
Koresh? The FBI's catastrophic over- 
reaction to pump CS gas into an en- 
closed space when young children 
were present? Shades of the dumb 
bombing in Philadelphia carried out 
not so long ago by, as a character is 
Stephen King's Tommyknockers 
would say, "yet another annex of the 
Houston Police Department."
